The 80/A June 1878.—^Tbe following rules regarding passengers’ baggage, passed under 
Section 4 of Act VI of 1888, are published for the information of passengers arriving in the 
Port of Calcutta: — 

Baggage is not exempt from duty simply because it is baggage. * 

Baggage is exempt from duty only when it consists of articles free of duty, or of bond 
fide personal wearing apparel and other articles of personal use, the property of the pefson * 
whose baggage is being pused or of any members of his family, such as are in actual use 
at time of importation, or have been actually in'use previously. It is within the discretion 
of the officer in charge of the Custom House to determine, subject to the above rules, 
whether any goods shall be treated as baggage and exempt from duty, or as goods liable 
to duty.

Lkgisiative Depaktmbnt. 

Thk following Act ptisBcd by the Lieutenant- 
Uovernor of Bengal in Council, received the assent 
of Hib Honor on the Hist April l!i73, and having

The Court are pleased to publish, and commend to the earnest oonsideration of Judicial 

OfSoers, the following Circular issued by the Chief 
court of the Punjab. 

2 Many *caBe8 have come to the knowliAge of 
the Court m which interest has been decreed at the 
most oppressive rates, without regard to the 
Gircumstances under which the loan was contracted. 

8. The Courts in this way become instruments 
for the registering of usurious transactions, and 
the money-lender adds to exorbitant terms the security of a decree. 

4. The object of the Court m drawing attention to this subject is not to assist debtors 
in evading the consequences of engagements voluntarily and intelligently contracted, but to 
give the protectiou of the Courts of Justice to persons who, from distress, ignorance, ot 
habits of submission, have not been truly frc 4 agents in the contracts set up. 

5. Pancular attention is directed to the last paragraph of the Punjab Circular.

2. Cases in which the village money-lender sues his customer involve ordinarily small 
amounts below Es. 600, and therefore can scarcely ever come before the Chief Court in 
consequence of the provisions of Act XXIIl of 1861, Section 27, which declares that no 
special appeal shall he in cases of the nature oognisabte lu Small Cause Courts. 

3. Tlic Chief Court has m fact had no opportunity of explaining in a judicial decision 
the general principles which govern this question; while in many parts of the country the 
subordinate Courts, and especially the Small Cause Courts, have (as it appears from a recent 
inspection of records) decreed interest in a manner far too indiscriminate. 

4. The Chief Court regards this with great regret, and considers that the law, as it 
reaBy stands, requires some explanation for the guidance of Judicial Officers, in order that it 
may not be misunderstood to the detriment of debtors of the class above referred to. 

5. The second Section of Act XXVIII of 1865 {an Act for the r»peal of tie utwg laws) 
declares that •' in any suit in which interest is recoverable, the amount shall be adjudged 
or decreed by the Court at the rate (if any) agreed upon by the partiesand all due effiect 
must doubtless be given to these words, taken in their plain and ordinary meanmg, without 
any artificial construction being placed upon them for any purpose whatever. 

6. The above legislative enactment was formerly enforced in many cases that arose in 
this province, subject to the qualification declared in paragraph 4, Section 19 of the 
Principles of Law, commonly call^ the Punjab Civil Code, which contained the following.'— 
« The Courts are not bound by any restrictions with regard to usury. Debtors and credi¬ 
tors are allowed to arrange the terms and conditions of interest in whatever manner they 
may deem most conducive to their mutual benefit j the Courts will decree irhatever rate

" The debtor need not be compelled by the Court to pay the entire amount of interest, 
it there be reason to believe that the bund was executed through fear or ignorance,” 

7. The compdation from which these words are taken has no force of law in itself, 
but the general law of contract is, equally with those words, against our Courts considering 
themselves absolved from the responsibility of regarding the circumstances under which an 
engagement to pay exorbitant interest has been entered into; and omission by the Courts 
to give due weight to such circnmstauces is likely to give rise to serious ingustice, and to 
such evils as are discussed in the Minute on interest by Mr. Mclvill, which has been 
recently circnlated among Judicial Officers of tlic province 

8 The Indian Contract Act of 1872, in Chapter II, gives the principles on which the 
law annexes an enforceable obligation to stated engagements requiring free consent; and in 
Sections 16 and 17, a general, and at the same time an equitable, rule is indicated where a 
person who holds a real or apparent authority over another, or in whom confidence is reposed 
by that other, obtains an advautagai which but for such confidence or authority he would 
not have obtained. The law also points out the result where concealment of facts may have 
taken place, or acts fitted to deceive, or acts or omissions may have occurred in violation 
of what IS regarded as the legal duty of tho person obtaining a promise from another to 
explain facts “ likely lo affect the mllingnees" of that other to enter into a contract. 

9. Reference may also be made to Section 6 of Act IV of 1872 (the Punjab Laws’ 
Act), where it is declared that justice, equity, and good conscience shall be the rule of deci¬ 
sion, and it may bo safely affirmed that the equity governing this matter is to give their true 
and full effect to the words of the Indian Contract Act. 

10. The repeal of the usury laws by Act XXVIII of 1865, and the abolition of any 
force of law which the }iaragraph above quoted from the so-callod Punjab Gml Code may 
have had before the passing of Act IV of 1872, have left untouched the doctiincs of equity, 
both as to, the protection of debtors who fur any real reason are not fully competent to 
protect themselves, and as to the [lower ot courts to relieve against what are called uncon¬ 
scionable bargains with such persons. 

11 No doubt any one who contracts with another is entitled to assume, pnwd facie^ 
that the latter is competent to look after his own uiterests, but no strict rule defines or can 
define where comparative incapacity ceases, and where extreme ignorance and helplessness 
call for the protection of the equitable rules prescribed by law. 

12. No doubt also, as a general rule, the debtor is bound to go or send to bis creditor 
and pay him. In many contracts, however, for the loan of gram for a particular sowing 
(which indeed may reasonably be for the refnrn of grain after the harvest at a very high rate 
of interest), where the cultivator fails to make paymmit after the harvest, a distinction may 
clearly^ taken. Neither party originally contemplates a rate, of interest intended only for 
a particular period, niuumg on from the time of the transaction indefinitely, and in such 
cases the real intention of the parties with due regard to the position of the cultivator must 
be considered. 

13 The existence of undue influence may, in many cases, be inferred (according to 
the general rules of eqmty jurisprudence) from the extreme imprudence of the act done when 
coupled with other circumstances ; and in this country the relations existing between the 
professional money-lender and indebted pea sant are such that this rule should be borne in 
mind by our courts. 

14. In no case should exorbitant interest be decreed in favor of a money-lender suing 
a peasant proprietor or cultivator, or any person similarly situated (where the right to re¬ 
cover it is disputed), unless the court trying the case is satined that the stated engagement 
on which the plaintiff seeks to recover has been entered into by the debtor with knowledge 
of all the circumstances attending his position, and his liabili^ in regard to his creditor,

and of his entire free will, without ioequitsUe pressure of anjr kind. The courts duty 
consider whether or not the contract was a prudent one,—not with a view to setting it aside 
if imprudent, for that of course is entirely beside the court's duty, but with a view to deter¬ 
mining whether extreme imprudence, from which, along with other circumstances, the exist¬ 
ence of undue influence might be inferred, has or has not been manifested. Beference on 
this point may be made to the custom of the locality, the usage of parties similarly situated 
and the rates for loans prevailing, so that the character of the transaction may be tested. 

i If 

The debtor need not be compelled by the court to pay the entire amount of interest 
whether agreed upon in cash or in grain, if there be reason to lielieve that the engagement, 
whether evidenced by bond, or by signing, or marking the money-lender’s book, or com¬ 
pleted in any olher mode, has been entered mto through fear or ignorance; and if in any 
case the amount of interest shall appear to have been agreed upon under circumstances 
which would render the awarding it contrary to the principles above referred to, the court 
will only decree as much mterest as may appear just under the circumstances. 

15. In conclusion, the Chief Court repeats the injunction conveyed in Book Circular 
XXIX of 1867, that in awarding interest subsequent to the date of the decree, the courts 
should not allow it to approach m amount that which may be obtainable by persons who 
have not the seeunty of a decree, and that no inducement should be afforded to decree- 
holders to allow their decrees to remain unexecuted. Further, the courts are reminded that 
where a large j^rtion of the amount decreed consists of interest, it is not compulsory on 
them to decree mterest upon the amount decreed, inasmuch as the courts may fitly exercise 
the discretion allpwed them by Act XXIII of 1861, section lU, and not award any such 
mterest at all.

had been accustomed to show os decided, in his monthly and 
quaiterly returns, casob m which no judgment had been deli¬ 
vered, oltbongb a decision had been announced and noted m 
the diary; the judgments m such cases being afterwards 
prepared and signed as leisure permitted. 

3. The Court find it necessary to point out that such 


a practice is reprehensible, us being not merely opposed to law, but productive of misohief in 
vario& ways, and also amounting to a misrepresentation of facts. 


3. It IS the duty of District Judges to lake care that no such practice prevails in the 
Courts under tbcir control, and the means of prevention are simple. The Judge, whenever he 
inspects an inferior Court, should examine the diary, and, calling for some of the cases last 
decided, should satisfy himself that the judgments have bcea given m correspondence with the 
diary entries. 

4. But the Court believe that where the District Judges’ control is perfectly maintained, 
such irregularities will not occur at all, and that sncli mechanical check will need only 
formal otworvance.

RULES FOR ADVANCES FOB LAND IMPROVEMENTS UNDEB ACT 2C. OP IWI. 

The llh July 1873.—The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to make the following rules 
under Section 18, Act XXVI of 1871, to winch the sanction of His Excellency the Governor- 
General in Council has been obtained — 

Advances of Ks. 5U and upwards under these rules may be mode for such sums as the 
Governor-General m Council may from time to time allot to the local Government, or as 
may be otherwise at its disposal for the purpose of such advances. 

2. Applications for advances under the Act shall bo made in writing, and shall lie on 
stamped paper of the value of eight auflas. They shall be presented to the Collector, or to 
any officer authonzed by the local Government to receive such applications. 

3. Applications shall be presented m open court by the applicant in person, or by 
. some person duly authorized by him in this behalf. Each application shall bo signed by the 

person presenting it, and shall lie attested by two witnesses in the presence of the oflicer to 
whom it IS presented 

4 The application shall state— 

IsL—-The name of the applicant, his profession, parentage, tribe or caste, and residence 

2nd. —^The amount of the advance applied for, and whether the applicant proposes to 
eupplemeut it by any private capital, and if so, to what extent. 

Sref.—The nature and descnption of the work for which the advance is required 

AH. —^The estimated total cost of the proposed work, and the probable period that will be 
occupied in its constrnction. 

’’ith. —^Thc village and local revenue sub-dmsiun in which the land to be benefited is 
situated , the position, character, and area of such land; and, should it consist in 
part or wholly of numbered and measured fidlds or plots, the numbers of the 
same. 

Gth. —^The advantages, pecuniary or other, expected to result from the work. . 

1th. —The manner and extent to which the proposed work will affect (favorably or 
injuriously) adjoming or other lauds. 

^th ,—The nature and extent of the applicant’s rights or interests in the land to be benefit-* 
ed, or in any other land offered as security for the repayment of the advance; and 
whether there arc any, and if so whaff mcumbranccs on such nghts and interests. 

M —The amount and number of the instalments by which the advance is to be repaid, 
principal and interest, and the dates on which these instalments are to be paid. 

lOfA. The security tendered for the repayment of the advance. 

5. When the aufount of the advance exceeds Rs. 000, the application shall be accom¬ 
panied by a rough plan and estimate of the proposed work; and where it exceeds Rs. 5,000, 
by an accurate plan, specification, and estimate. 

6 . If the applicant is unable to furnish such plans, estimates, or specifications, the 
Collector may cause them to be prepared on behalf of the applicant Before ordering such 
preparation, the Collector may, if he thinks ht, require the applicant to deposit such sum of

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money bb may, in the opinion of the CoUeotor, be enfflcient to cover the ooet, or he may call 
on the applicant to give eccurity for the repayment of the lame. 

7. When a written application is found to have omitted any of the particulars required 
hy Uule IV, the oflicer receiving it may cither return it to the applicant for correotion, or 
record on it the information that is wanting from the applicant’s verbal statements In 
either Atsc, such addition to the application must bo signed and attested as required by 
Rule III. 

8 If the Coliccter considers that there is priflid/acts reason to believe that the appli¬ 
cation should be granted, he shall cause it to bo entered in the register of applications; and 
if the application be for an advance of Rs. SjO and upwards, shall order a local inquiry to 
be made. iVheu the application is for less than Rs. 330, a local inquiry need not be 
made, provided that tho Collector has otherwise satisfied himself and recorded in writing the 
ground for his satisfaction that the grant is desirable, and that the allegations made in column 
8, and the securities offered in column 10 of the application, are true and good. If he is 
of opinion that t}ic application should not be granted, he shall reject it. 

9 Local inquiries shall be conducted by the chief revenue officer of the district, or by 
any of his subordinates of not lower grade than a teshildar, sub-deputy, or similar official, 
to whom he may entrust the duty. In all cases in which the proposed advance exceeds 
Us. 500, the officer charged with making the local inquiry shall, at least one week prior 
to the date on which he proposes to hold the same, post up in one or more conspicuous 
places m tho village in which the land to bo benefited by the proposed work is situated, a 
notice setting fortli briefly the natuio of tho advance applied for, and the date on which ho 
proposes to hold an inquiry on the spot as to the correctness of the facts alleged m the 
application. The person charged with posting such notice shall read it, or canso it to be 
read, publicly to such of the principal inhabitants of the village as may be present, and shall, 
on a copy of the notice (which he shall sabsequently return to the officer issuing the notice) 
obtain the signatures of tho village headmen, accountant, policemen, or other local officials 
or respectable inhabitants in acknowledgment of its having been publicly read. 

10. No fees shall be charged for the service of this or any other notice where the 
proposed advance docs not exceed Rs. 600. Where the advance exceeds Rs. 3,000, the 
service of any notice may lie charged fur at a rate not exceeding that required for tho service * 
of a cml process; and where the advance falls between these limits, it shall not exceed 
half this latter rate. 

11. Prior to the local inquiry, the Collector shall cause to be tested, by comparison 
with his official rcconls, all statements in the application which can bo so tested, and cause 
to be stated ui writing the extent to which such records agree with or differ from the 
application; and any such difference shall be specially investigated at the local inquiry, or 
specially dismissed and disposed of by the Collector if he acts without a local inquiry. 
Where there may Iks no records to substantiate the allegations made in column 8 of the 
application, the Collector must certify accordingly. 

12. On the day fixed by the notice, or, should the day first fixed be unavoidably postponed 
«n that fixed by some subsequent notice, the officer charged with the duty shall proceed to 
the spot, and, after assembling the parties more immediately ooncemed, any local' officials, 
and some of the respectable i^riculturists of the place, he shall proceed to examine the site of 
the proposed work; he shall test the accuracy of each of tho statements set forth in the 
upphcation, and shall ascertain and record everything that may be necessary to enable the 
Collector to arrive at a correct decision. 

13. The officer charged with the conduct of the local inquiry may summon, at the cost 
of the applicant, any person whose evidence may be considered necessary and whose 
attendance cannot otherwise be secured, and may exercise such powers as revenue courts 
possess for tho purpose of summoiimg witnesses. A record shall be made by such officer of 
all objections made to the proposed work or advance, and of all evidence bearing on such 
objections. 

14. When the applicant is a tenant, the additional proceeding required by Sections 7 
to 13 of Act XXVI of 1871 must be completed.

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16. On the rompletion of the inquiiy, the officer by whom it was mode shall forward v 
to the Oollcctor the whole of the papers connected therewith, together with his own opinion 
and recommendation. ‘ 

16. On receipt of fho papers the Collector may in any case, and when the proposed 
advance exceeds Rs. 5,000, shall obtam from the proper officer in the Bengal Department 

^ of Public Works m such manner as the local Government may direct, an opinion as to the 
feasibility, probable coat, and merits generally, from a professional jioint of view, of the 
proposed work. I’he Public Works officer required to report need not, unless the Collector 
requires him to do so, visit the site of the proposed work in cases where tlic advance is less 
than Bs 2,000. 

17. If, on a review of the result of the local inquiry and of the professional opinions 
(if any) that lihve been obtained, and after such further investigation as he may consider 
necessary, the Collector is not satisfied that the advance is desirable, and that it can 
be made under the Act and these rules, he shall reject the application, recording his reasons 
for the same. 

18. If the* Collector is satisfied that the advance may properly be made, lie shall 
grant a certificate for the advance applied for, or for such smaller sum as ho may consider 
sufficient for the purpose specified in the application, or shall report the case for the 
orders of higher authority, in accordance with the provisions of the next following rule. 

19. If sufficient sums have been placed at the disposal of the Collector for the purpose, 
he may, with the sanction of the Commissioner of the division, grant a certificate for an 
advance not exceeding Rs. 500. The Commissioner of the division may, subject to the 
same condition, grant such certificate for an advance not exceeding Rs 5,000. The Board of 
Uevenuo may, subject to the same condition, grant such certificate for an advance not 
exceeding Rs. 5,000. Certificates for advances c>.xcecding Rs, 5,000, but not exceeding 
Rs 10,000, will require the sanction of the local Government If the proposed advance 
exceed Rs. 10,000, the previous sauctiou of the Governor-General in Council will be 
required. 

20 When a certificate is granted, it shall be endorsed by the applicant to the eflecl 
that he has understood and agreed to all terms, and it shall be signed by him before, 
and be attested by, two iiitncssus If any property, other tliau proiierly of the applicant, 

IS pledged or mortgaged as security for repayment of the advance, the certificate shall be 
similarly endorsed, signed, aud attested by the sureties and witnesses; and if the appli¬ 
cant 18 a tenant without transferable interest in the land to be benefited, the certificate shall 
be signed by his landlord and attested by two witnesses other than the landlord. 

In all cases in which laud or property other than the land to be benefited is hypothe¬ 
cated as security for the repayment of the advance, the certificate must bear the stamp 
required for mortgages under the Stamp Act for the time being in forre, and must in all 
cases in which, if the transaction were a private one, registration would be requisite, be 
registered under the registration law at the time m force. 

21. The certificate shall be retained m the office of the Collector; one copy shall be 
given ^to the applicant j aud when advances are made payable at any teiisil or other 
subordinate district treasury, a copy of such certificate shall be sent to such treasury. All 
certificates issued m any financial year shall bear a serial number. 

22. Mo advance shall be made for an improvement which is likely, so far as can be 
ascertained, to injure the property of any parties who have not consented to its execution. 

23. No prqject shall be divided After an advance has been sanctioned aud the 
whole thereof expended, a second advance for the same work shall not be made without the 
sanction of the local Government. 

24. No advance shall be made unless the value of the security accepted exceeds 
by at least onc-fuiirtli the amount of the advance. 

25. Subject to the orders of the local Government, the Collector shall make provision 
for the proper inspection of works m course of conatrnction for which advances have been

36. The works, and any accounts kept thereat, shall be at all times open to the inspec¬ 
tion of the Collector or other person authonsed by him in that behalf 

27. In the case of advances exceeding Its. 6,000 accounts shall be kept by the recipient 
of the advance in any form that the Collector may, with the sanction of superior authority, 
fropi time to time prescribe. 

38. If at any time the Collector is satisfied that any person who has received an advance 
has failed to penform any of the conditions under which it was made, the Collector may, 
after recording in writing the grounds for the decision he has arrived at, and subject to the 
control of the Board of Revenue, proceed to recover from such person, or from any security 
for such person under the provisions of the Act, any suras which remain due, together with 
any interests payable thereon.

35. Tlie interest charged on advances shall for the present be one anna per annum on 
the rupee, or 6|^ jicr cent, per annum. 

36. All the above rales arc applicable, wnlatui m tlandt*, to applications submitted by a 
number of persons collectively with a view to cfFecting works of general utility. In such 
rases the persons signing the application must make themselves individually as well as collec¬ 
tively responsible for the repayment of the advance. 

37 All orders passed by a Commissioner, or by the Board of Revenue, sanctioning 
thejpayment of advances under the Act, must at once be communicated by them to the 
Accountant-General ^ enable him to odmit the payments when made.

RULES FOR THE CUSTODY, DISTRIBUTION, AND SALE OF POSTAGE 

STAMP LABELS 

APPUOVKR nv THK QOVKttNMBNT OP INDIA WITH EKPKCT PROM THK IST OP JCLY 1873 ‘ 
(N. B.— These Rules apii.y both to Stimcn Scamps and to Oudinarv Stamps, with the 
EXCEPTIONS noted IN RtLES V AND VIII.) 

Sapphee fiom Central DcpCU 

I. —Supplies of postage stamps for the Madras Presidency, including 
Mysore, and the local dop6ts subordinate to Madras, shall ho supplied hy the 
Superintendent of Stamps at Madras, on the indent of officers in charge of 
local dep6ts. 

II. —Supplies of postage stamps for the Presidency of Bombay, including 
Bcind, Bcrar, tlic Central Pro\iace8, and looal dcp6ts subordinate to Bombay, 
shall he supi>llcd hy the Superintendent of Stamps at Bombay, on the indent of 
officers in charge of local dop6ts. 

III. —Stamps for the Bengal Presidency, including the North-Western 
Provinces, Oudh, the Punjab, Central India, Bajpootana, Assam, and British 
Burraah, and local dop6ts subordinate to Calcutta, shall he supplied hy the 
Superi 111 endent of Stamps at Calcutta, on the indent of officers in charge of 
Ihcal depdts. 

IV. —^The above-mentioned supplies from central to local depdts shall he 
issued on credit. 

Local Depdts. 

V —Evoi’y treasury throughout India, including those attached to politi¬ 
cal, cu.stoms, and salt agencies, shall he a local dep6t for the sale of postage 
stamps, provided that the value of the stamps sold at one time to any purchaser 
sliall not be less tlian Its. 6, and shall not include any fiTiotion of a rupee. 
At any station at which there is a Collector of land revenue, neither a Salt 
Agent nor Collector of Customs shall be entrusted with the custody and sale of 
postage stamps. All sales under this rule wiU be for cash on delivery, and 
when the purchaser is one of those who are required to retail stamps under 
"Rule VIII or is one specially autiiorised under Rule IX, a discount of one-half 
anna per rupee will be allowed But to purchasers, other than the above, no 
discount will bo allowed, and officers in charge of local depdts must see that

The 
sale of embossed envelopes shall be subject to the same conditions, except that 
they shall be sold in rackets containing mxteen envelopes each, portions of 
a packet not being saleable. The price of each pocket sliall be the value of 
the stamps borne uy the envelcmes contained in it; the discount (if any) being 
calculated on that value. 

The above rule is only partially applicable to “Service Stamps,” which may 
be sold only to Govrmment officwla, on a tertUen applic€itwn, aceompantfd bi/ 
payment of the value m cash, and on which no dtacount t$ allowed. A receipt 
containing in detail the gross value of each description of service postage 
stamps sold will be granted by the treasury officer for the amount paid to him. 

Vl.—A supply equal to the probable consumption for five mouths of the 
district attached to each ](x»il dep6t shall be kept in each, and as soon as the 
number in'store has fallen below the number expended during the preceding 
^ ^ six months, the Collector, or other officer in charge 

of the dep6t, shall indent* on the central dep6t of 
his Presidency for a number equal to the consumption of the last throe months 
for which accounts have been rendered to the central dep6t of the Presidency. 
If by any accident the stock of stamps of any value should run short before 
the receipt of a fresh supply fi’ora the central depbt, the officer in charge of 
the treasury will indent on neighbouring districts for a quantity sufficient to 
meet the demand, which inny be supplied or not according to the discretion 
and on the rosiKinsibility of the officer indented on with reference to the wants 
of his own district. It will bo the duty of the Superintendent of Stamps of 
the Presidency to report to the Director General of the Post Office, for the 
orders of Government, every occasion on which it may appear from the monthly 
statement, or otlierwise, that the store of stamps of any particular value, in any 
district, has fallen below the authorised amount 

Branch Bepdte, 

VII —Every branch treasury, and every tclisil treasury, shall he a 
branch dep6t for the sale of postage stamps under the ounditions described 
in Buie V. It will receive its stamiis froru the local depdt to which it 
is subordinate, keeping always in store a supply sufficient to meet the proba¬ 
ble demands of one mouth, estimated according to the average of former sales. 
It will keep an account of sales in the same form (3) hereafter prescrilled for 
the Treasurer’s account, and will indent for supplies m the same form (4) as 
hereafter prescribed for the Treasurer’s indent. It will I'ender an account 
monthly to the local deji6t in [.''orm flu. 

Beiail sale of Stamps. 

VIIT.—A supply of stamps for sale, hij retail, shall he kept available at 
ever}' post office, receiving liouse, telisildaree, tlianua and every police station 
at which letters are received for despatch, and with every licensed stamp 
vendor ; and it shall he the duty of the officer, to whom the person in charge 
of any of the above-named places is subordinate, to take steps to ensure that 
the supply kept on hand is at all times equal to at least one week’s demand. 
Persons in charge of the above-mentioned places will receive discount on 
purchases under Rule V. 

This rule does not apply to “ Serrice Stamps.” 

, By the term “ licensed vendor,” as used above, is meant a stamp vendor 
licensed under rulis fi'amed by the local Government in acoordauco with 
Section 48 of the General Stamp Act (XVIIl of 1869), 

Authorisation of certain retail vendors other than the above. 

IX.—A district officer may authorise the grant of discount at ^ anna per 
rupee on purcliases under Buie V to any pusou who is a bond fide recoil 
vendor of postage stamps, although he may not he one of those Required to 
retail them under the above ralo. Such authority shall be given in writing, 
and must he produced by the person authorised when claihuug discount on 
purcliases. the authority will hold good for only twelve months from the date 
on which it is given, and may bo revoked at any time at the discretion of the 
district officer. No such authority may be given to any person employed in 
a Government Treasury. A register showing the name, residence and occu¬ 
pation of every person so autlioriscd, and the date of the authority, sliall be 
kept by the district officer.

X. —^The bulk of postage stamps in store at an^ local dsp6t shall be kept 
inparcols, containing a known number of sheets, in the treasury or other 
secure place, in one or more strong chests or presses, un4er double locks—the 
key of one lock of each chest or press always remaining in the hands of the 
Collector, or other officer in charge of the stamps, and the key of the other in 
the hands of the Treasurer. 


XI. —^The remainder of the stamps in store slmll be in the .hands of the 
Treasurer, and shall not exceed the probable demand of fourteen days, estimat¬ 
ed according to the average of former sales. 

XII. —^e Treasurer shall keep a daily account of receipts and sales* in the 

, ^ g vernaculai' of the district, in which the transactions 

■ of each succeeding day shall be entered conse¬ 

cutively, a balance being struck at the close of each day, and attested by the 
initials of the officer in charge of the treasury. 

XIII. —On the first open day of each month, and on every Monday during 

, ^ the month, the Treasurer shall prepare in the 

°™ vernacular and submit to the officer in charge of the 

postage stamps an indent* for a supply of postage stamps for the follow ing 
week. The indent, after being approved, or altered by the officer m charge of 
the postage stamps, shall be signed by him, and complied with as directed 
in the following rule. The indent thus signed shall be the waiTant for the 
Issue of the stamps. 


XIV. —^The officer in cliarge of the postage stamps shall cause the store 

, g Under double locks to be opened, and the required 

” number to he counted and delivered to the Treasurer 

in his presence. A store-book* shall be kept in English, in which the number 
and value of the stamps delivered to the Treasurer shall bo entered, and a 
balance struck at the time of delivery. This balance w'ill be attested by the 
initials of the officer in charge and of the Treasurer, both of whom shall in¬ 
variably be present during the wdiole time that the store under double locks, or 
any part of it, remains open. The deliveries shown in the store-bpok will 
agree with the mdeut as approved. 

XV. —If the Treasurer require stamps at any intermediate time, the same 
process w'ill be ob.si*rved as is pi escribed in tlie two preceding rules. ’ 

XVI. —Stumps will ho supplied from the store under double locks only to 
the Treasurer, aud on indent from him; all sales must be made from the 
supply in the hands of that officer. 


XVII.—As soon as possible, after the arrival of a desp.*itch of postage 
, g stamps from a central dep6t, or from any other local 

dcp6t, the packets or boxes arc to ho opened, one at 
a time, in the presence of the officer in cluu'ge of stamps. Tlie stamps contained 
in each box or packet arc then to be immediately counted and compared 
with the invoice,* vi Inch after being receipted, will be returned by the first post 
to the dejidt whence (hey were despatched. TJnless the officer in charge of the 
.stamps can certify that the stamps contained in any given packet or box wore 
immediately counted by himself personally, or in his presence, he will he 
held responsible for the value of any that may be found deficient. The 
stain])s are then to be placed m tlie store under double locks, and entered in 
the store-books, and no stamps are to ho delivered to the Treasurer or sold to 
any party without being first brought into store. 

XVI11.—Officers iu charge of stamps wdfl have the stamps in store, both 
, g those under double locks and those in the hands 

of tlic Treasurer, counted in their presence on the 
last open day of September and March in each official year, and will certify 
having done so in the following terms at the foot of the monthly accounts of 
sales and stock* for those months furnished to the Superintendent of Stamps:

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“Ido Aerebff fortify that I have personally eomted the postage stamps in 
store on 18 , the actual value of which is Rupees (h^ enter the 

amount in words and figures); and that the rules prescribed by the order of the 
Government of India, dated , are duly observed." 

XIX. —On oocasiofis of transfer of charge, postage stamps will be made 
over in the same manner, and under the same precautions, as the cash balance 
in the treasury. 

XX. —^The offloet in charge of each local dep6t will submit, on the 2nd of 

• Form So. month, an account* ^o the Superintendent of 

Stamps of his Presidency, showing the balance in 
hand at the close of the preceding month, and the sides effected during that 
month. .

XXI.—^The Superintendent of Stamps of each Presidency will, on the 15th 
* • Form 7 month, in addition to any account required 

“™ by the Accountant General, furnish the lector 

General of the Post OfiQlce with a memorandum* showing the number of stamps 
t Form8 distributed bv him during the preceding month; 

and at the close of each quarter, ho will Aurnish an 
abstract memorandumf showing the number and value of stamps in hand, and 
the total amount of the actual ^es, of all the local depdts supplied by him.

Bt the orders of Ilis Excellency the Governor-General in Council in the 
Home Department, No. 1398, dated 12th Pebruary 1800, the attention of local 
Governments was drawn to the fact that much difficulty was experienced, not 
only by the public, but by local officers, in ascertaining the state of the law 

\Go%etnuieHl Gazeite, i9th July 1873.J 
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as regards arms in any particular part of tbe country, and directions were given 
that the several local Governments should notify in the official Gazette, at tbe 
commencement of each year, what Sections of the Arms Act arc in force in each 
part of tbe territory under their respective jurisdictions, and should from time 
to time intimate any changes in its application. In accordance with these 
orders, notifications have annually appeared in the Calcutta Gazette settix&out 
the application of the Act as affecting Bengal. It has now, however, been 
brought to the Lieutenant-Governor’s notice tliat these notifications as last 
published might conveniently have incorporated the rule^ laid down by the 
Qovemihent of India for the importation and transportation of arms in Bengal 
and it has been suggested that it would be desirable to publish in connected* 
form these rules and a summary of the other existing orders in regard to the 
grant of licenses for carrying and selling arms as tliey now stand. His Honor 
has accordingly been pleased to direct the publication of the following series 
of rules, containing all the orders now in force, in supersession of all former 
notifications on the subject.

A.—District-in w'hich tho arms and ammunition are to be used, kept, or sold. 

6 . Commissioners, on receipt of applications in tho proscribed form, are 
authorized to grant licenses according to form A, at their discretion, for the 
importation of arms, and, in reasonable quantities, of ammunition. 

7. Licenses for the importation of fire-arms are not to bo granted, except 
the Commissioner to whom the application is made is satisfied that the 
weapons are required for bond fide sporting purposes. 

8 . Tbe Commissioner should not grant licenses for the importation of 
fire-arms in large quantities without reference, through tho regular official 
channel, to the Government of Bengal. {N.B. —^A fresh license mast be taken 
out for each importation.) 

9. A copy of all licenses must be forwarded to tho chief police officer at 
the port at which the goods are to bo landed. If the license authorizes the

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importation of any considerable quantity of fire-arms, a copy of the orders of 
Goverumont sanctioning the importation must also be sent. 

10. The Collector of Customs is not to deliver any arms or ammunition 
unless protected by a pass from the chief police officer at the port where the 
good.s have been landed. 

11. No licenses or passes are to be given for rifles of a military pattern, 
or of patterns easily convertible into military weapons, unless the consignees 
produce specific orders from English gentlemen for the weapons. 

32, The Collector of Customs shall be responsible for seeing that the 
arms imported answer to tlic description given in tho pass; and in case of 
doubt, sliall‘detain tho arms and refer tho point for tho orders of Government. 

13. The consignee, on arrival of the arms and ammunition, must produce 
his license to tho chief police officer of tho port, upon which he is to roceivo 
from the said officer a pass in form B for the delivery of such arms and 
ammunition as may be mentioned in tho license. 

I'll. If the arms and ammunition are to be removed from the port; the 
police officer, at the time of granting the pass for delivery from the Custom House, 
must grant a pass in/orm C for the transmission of tho said goods to the place to 
which the importation is sanctioned jn tho license, and ho will forward a copy 
of the pass to the Magistrate of tlio district in which tho said place is situated. 

15. The arras and ammunition must be taken direct from the port to the 
place entered in the pass, and they arc not to he sold or made use of at any 
intermediate place.

17. Tho Commissioner, on receipt of an application under the preceding 
rule, may grant a pass according to form and subject to the conditions and 
restrictions laid down in paragraph 15. (A duplicate of this pass should be 
forwarded m each case to tlie Commissioner of 1‘oliee, Calcutta.) 

18. When arms or ammunition are brought into a district protected by a 
pass issued in accordance with the preceding rules, the iicrson in ciiarge of the 
goods must, immediately on arrival, deliver the pass to tlie Magistrate in charge 
of the district or town, whose duty it will be to ascertain that the arms and 
ammunition correspond with the entries in tlio pass, that any excess, 
deficiency, or discrepancy is satisfactorily explained. 

19. Any person transporting arms in violation of the preceding rules, 
4 to 18, will on conviction bo liable to the penalties presenbod by Section 23 of 
Act XXXI of 1860.

22. Section 82 of Act XXXI of 1800, prohibiting absolately the posses¬ 
sion of any arms or ammunition without a license, ia not now in force In an/ 
district of Bengal, inasmuch as no district is at present disarmed under*' that 
Section. 


23. In districts and places not brought under the provisions of Section 
82, persons are not absolutely prohibited from carrying arms without a license; 
but any person not being exempted under the provisions of Section 27, sh 
carrying arms, is liable to be disarmed by any Magistrate or police officer under 
Section 20, if, in the judgment of such Magistrate or police officer, it is danger* 
ous to the public peace to allow such person to go armed or to carry arms. 


24. In the distticts noted in the margin, the Government has not insisited 

on the people taking out licenses to own 
or carry arms. In these districts the local 
officers are only required to act in the spirit 
of the instructions contained in the droular 
orders of this Government No. 1125, dated 
the 28th February 1868: that is to say, they 
will refrain from enforcing Section 26 of Act XXXI of 1800, except in special 
cases in which there is really ground for helievmg that such a measure ia 
necessary for the preservation oi the public peace.

27. Some of the districts named in rule 26 being situated.on the frontier, 
the unrestricted right oi possessmi; and carrying arms would afford facilities 
for selling them to the hostile tribes on the border, out of«whose haetds it 
IS of the greatest importance that arms and ammunition should be kept.. 
In others of tho districts specified, the people are turbulent and prone to engage 
in affi^ys and riots, and it is necessary for this reason to put a check on the 
possession of arms by them. 

28. The licenses given should be renewed year by year. The regis- 
tratlcm of these licenses will enable each Magistrate to ascertain the DUinbei: 
of arms kept by the people in ins jurisdiction. 

29. Licenses to carry arms on a journey may he given to dond fide 
travellers in form E by the Magistrate of the diatrict or sub-divkuou fand in

31. Under Sections 14 and 15 of the Act, the Lieutenant-Oovemor has 
authorissed District and Assistant Superintendents to enter the premises of 
persons licensed to manufacture or deal in arms and ammunition, and to 
inspect the books kept by them in the course of their trade. 

32. The licenses of all dealers in arms, &o., must contain a stipulation 
that they will abide by the rules above laid down under penalty of forfeiting 
their license. They must also undertake to enter in their books, besides the 
purchaser’s dame, the name of his father (for native purchasers), his place of 
residence, and the police station within whoso jurisdiction he resides. Licenses 
granted under Section 7 of the Act to sell arms should bear a note drawing 
attention to the necessity of the dealer's procuring also an import or transit 
pass or both before he can import or transport arms for sale. The licenses 
of dealers in Calcutta should contain a stipulation that they will sell to dealers 
residing out of Calcutta only Avhen they produce a pass in form C firom the 
Commissioner of the Division where they reside, and that they will enter in 
their registers the particulars of each such pass.

To—The Collectors and the Vice-Chairmen of Distm t Committees in Distriet-- 
to which the District Road Cess Act has been extended 

You will SCO by the notification published in the CalctiHa Gazette of 
the 18th June, that under Section 2 of the Di.strict Bond Cess Act tho cesses 
have been declared leviable in certain districts for tho ensuing oess year, i.e , 
» from 1st October next. The cesses may also be hereafter declared similarly 
leviable from the same date m a few other districts, when further information 
regarding the progress of the valuations shall have boon, received through tho 
Board of Bevenue. 

2. You will have seen that the months have been notified for the 
statutory meetings of tho Committee at which tho estimate of income and 
expenditure is to be prepared under Section 70 of the Act. The Lieutenant- 
Governor thinks that as this notification has only now been issued, it will not 
he advisable to hold the statutory meeting until the latter part of tho months 
named, except in Orissa, where, as the revenue instalments fall due earlier, the 
local oflicers will exercise their discretion as to the day for calling the meeting 
under Soctiou 70. 

By postponing tho statutory meeting till the latter part of the month 
named, more time will be gained for carefully preparing the statements required 

[Government QattUe, let Jult/ 1873 .] 
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under Section 69; and the Lieutcnant*Governor trusts that no effort will 
be spared to get these statements ready punctually and in good shape. Collectors 
will bear in mind that they have to prepare the statement under separate heads; 
that is to say, the estimated yield from the oess on lands and from the cess on 
houses must be separately shown in the statement. 

3. It will be observed that when the District Committee have pre¬ 
pared an estimate at the statutory meeting under Section 70, their estimate 
must be submitted to the Commissioner, and will have to be again considered 
by the Committee, after its return from the Commissioner, at another meeting 
held for striking a rate under Section 74. The lieutonant-Governor is con- 
fident that .Commissioners will take care that delay docs not occur in their 
considering and returning the estimates, in order that the final striking of 
the rate under Section 74 may be carried so as to admit of the rate being 
proclaimed in good time and of timely service of notices. 

4. As the Committees will not got their money fully until after a part 
of the cess year is passed, the Lieutenant-Governor M’ill do what he can to 
make assignments to the District Committees from provincial revenues; but 
they must not expect very much, as our funds are limited, all the local ferries 
and tolls income having been already made over to the districts, and the poor 
and non-cess districts having to be provided for. The Lieutenant-Governor is 
not able to state quite exactly the amounts he will grant until he receives 
the Accountant-General's report of the provincial balance in hand at the 
beginning of the present official year; but the assignments will be made before 
the statutory meetings, so as to enable Committees to take the grants into 
account as required by Section 72. 

5. The Lieutenant-Governor considers that at first, except in one or two 
particular districts, where the necessities of roads are very great, the rate 
imposed should be as moderate as possible. Government will certainly not 
bring any influence to bear to induce the Committees to impose a higher rate 
than is necessary to give the funds which can really be usefully and economi¬ 
cally expended on district communications of importance and advantage tq 
the people at large, with our present machinery and means of superintend¬ 
ence. Tho Tiow.s of tho Government upon this point should be explained to 
the District Committees. 

6. In framing their estimates the District Committees must hear in 
mind that tho Lieutenant-Governor will certainly arrange to have Branch 
Committees under Section 76, and he will assign the Branch Committees funds 
under Section 73. He will do this more especially with the object that a fair 
proportion of the funds may he given to purely local and village roads or water¬ 
ways, and that the proceeds of tho road cess may not bo dl spent on a few 
main roads leading to the head-quarters of tho district. The Lieutenant- 
Governor considers that in all estimates (under Section 70) a fair proportion 
of the funds should he set aside for village roads and waterways which cannot 
be specified in exact detail; and that such roads, &c., as well as the purely 
local roads (to be specified in tho statement under Section 66) should bo 
ipanaged by the Branch Committees of ouliying parts of tho district with the 
funds assigned for expenditure by them. 

7. As a rule, the Lieutenant-Governor would not at present give tho 
Branch Committees independent powers under Sections 79 and 80, hut would 
leave them subordinate to tho District Committees, as provided by Section 77. 
Tho Lieutenant-Governor requests that District Officers will, through the 
Commissioner of the Division, propose Branch Committees of respected resi¬ 
dents for convenient sub-divisions of the district, defining each such sub-division. 
There should certainly, the Lieutonant-Governor thinks, be a Branch Com¬ 
mittee at each magisterial sub-division, and also at as many more road 
sub-divisions as may be found convenient. It will be absolutely indispensable 
to have respectable ryots, as well as people of other classes, on such Branch 
Committees. 

8. It should be remembered when the Committees come to strike their 
rate that tho expenses of the valuation and assessment, and of notices, &c., 
must be included in tho amount to be rated for, as provided by Sections 90 and 
96 of the Act. 

[Ofpernmeitt Qazelte, July ItiTS.] 
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9. When the rates shall hare been determined, the Collector will proclaim 
them under Section 76, publishing the proclamation in the manner prescribed 
by Section 5. A further explanatory proclamation by this Government will be 
issued to obviate the risk of any misapprehension; and the Board of Revenue 
is preparing in pamphlet form an abstract of the provisions of the Act, which 
will bo widely circulated. 

10. When the rates have been determined and proclaimed, it will be very 
desirable that notices of demand imdcr Section 22 should be served on the 
zemindars or their agents, when they come to the district office on huaincss, to 
pay revenue, &c. In cases where this cannot be done, service may bo made 
Dy registered letter (Section 95) or otherwise, as can be managed. The Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor trusts that Collectors wiU do their best to this service of 
notices writbout unnecessary expense. As has before been pointed out, it will 
not bo necessary for notice-servers to go about in boats at a great cost during 
the rainy season with notices that cannot be otherwise served, seeing that, 
except in Orissa, instalments of the road cess are not due from zemindars until 
some time after the end of the rains, that is, until the 12th January; and 
nptices can, therefore, continue to be served after the Ist October. Proclama¬ 
tion under Section 76 must, however, be made some time before that date, in 
order that tenure-holders and ryots may be duly warned.

the money-lender adds to exorbitant terms the security of a decree. 

4. The object of the Court in drawing attention to this subject is not to assist debtors 
in evading the consequences of engagements voluntarily and intelligently contracted, but to 
give the protection of the Courts of Justice to persons who, from distress, ignorance, or 
habits of submission, have not been truly free agents in the contracts set up.

2. Cases in which the village money-lende'r sues his customer involve ordinarily small . 
amounts below fis. 600, and therefore con scarcely ever come before the Chief Court in 
consequence of the provisiihiB of Act XXlll of 1861, Section 27, which declares that no 
special appeal shall he lu cases of the nature cognizable in Small Cause Courts. 

3. The Chief Court has in fact had no opportunity of explaining in a judicial decision 
the general principles which govern this question ; while in many parts of the country the 
subordinate Courts, and especially the Small Cause Courts, have (as it appears from a recent 
'^inspection of records) decreed interest in a manner far too indiscriminate. 

4. The Chief Court regards this with great regret, and considers that the law, as it 
really stands, inquires some explanation for the guidance of Judicial Officers, in order that it 
may not be misunderstood to the detriment of debtors of the class above referred to. 

6. The second Section of Act XXVIII of 1855 {an Act for the repeal of the utury knee) 
declares that “ in any suit in which interest is recoverable, the amount shall be adjudged 
or decreed by the Court at the rate (if any) agreed upon by the partiesand all due effect 
must doubtless bo given to these words, taken in their plain and ordinary meaning, without 
any artificial construction being placed upon them for any purpose whatever. 

6. The above legislative enactment was formerly enforced in many cases that arose in 
this province, subject to the qualification declared in paragraph 4, Section 19 of the 
Principles of Law, commonly called the Punjab Civil Code, which contained the following:— \ 
“ The Courts arc not bound by any restrictions with regard to usury. Debtors and credi¬ 
tors arc allowed to arrange the terms and conditions of interest in whatever manner they 
may deem most conducive to their mutual benefit; the Courts will decree whatever rate 
lOovemment QateiU, Ut July 1878.]

" The debtor need not be compelled^ by the Court to pay the entire amount of interest, 
if there be reason to believe that the bond was executed through fear or ignorance.” 

7. The compilation from which these words arc taken has no force of law in itself, 
but the gendral law of contract is, equally with those words, against our Courts considering 
themselves absolved from the responsibility of regardmg the circumstancos under which an 
engagement to pay exorbitant interest has been entered into, and omission by the Courts 
to give due weight to such circumstances is likely to give rise to serious injustice, and to 
such evils as are discussed in the Minute on interest by Mr. Melvill, which has been 
recently circulated among Judicial Officers of the province. 

8. The Indian Contract Act of 1872, in Chapter II, gives the principles on which the 
law annexes an enforceable obligation to stated engagements requiring free consent; and in 
Sections 16 and 17, a general, and at the same time an equitable, rule if indicated where a 
person who holds a real or apparent authority over another, or m whom confidence is reposed 
by that other, obtains an advantage which but for such confidence or authority he would 
not have obtained. The law also points out the result where concealment of facts may have 
taken place, or acts fitted to deceive, or acts or omissions may have occurred in violation 
of what IS regarded as the legal duty of the person obtaining a promise from another to 
explain facts “ hkely to affect the iotHi7tgnesa‘^ of that other to cpter into a contract 

9. Befcrcnce may also be made to Section 6 of Act IV of 1872 (the Punjab Laws’ 
Act), where it is declared that justice, equity, and good conscience shall be the rule of deci¬ 
sion, and it may be safely affirmed that the equity governing this matter is to give their true 
and full effect to the words of the Indian Contract Act. 

10. The repeal of the usury laws by Act XXYIII of 1855, and the abolition of any 
force of law which the paragraph above quoted from the so-caUed Punjab Cml Code may 
have had before the passmg of Act ly of 1872, have left untouched the doctrines of equity, 
both as to the protection of debtors who for any real reason are not fully competent to 
protect themselves, and as to the power of courts to relieve against what are called uncon¬ 
scionable bargains with such persons. 

11. No doubt any one who contracts with another is entitled to assume, jtrma facie^ 
that the latter is competent to look after his own interests, but no strict rule defines or can 
define where comparative mcapacity ceases, and where extreme ignorance and helplessness 
call for the protection of the equitable rules prescribed by law. 

12. No doubt also, as a general rule, the debtor is bound to go or send to his creditor 
and pay him. In many contracts, however, for the loan of grain for a particular sowing 
(which indeed may reasonably bo for the return of gram after the harvest at a very high rate 
of interest), where the cultivator fails to make payment after the harvest, a distinction may 
clearly be taken. Neither jiarty originally contemplates a rate of interest intended only for 
a particular period, running on from the time of the transaction indefinitely, and in such 
cases the real mtention of the parties with due regard to the position of the cultivator must 

*' be considered. " 

18. The existence of undue mfiuencc m ay, in many cases, be inferred (according to 
the general rules of equity jurisprudence) from the extreme imprudence of the act done when 
coupled with other circumstances ; and in this country the relations existing between the 
professional money-lender and indebted peasant are such that this rule should be borne in 
mind by our courts. 

14. In no case should exorbitant interest be decreed in favor of a money-lender smng 
a peasant propnetor or cultivator, or any person similarly situated (where the nght to re. 
cover it is disputed), uuleas the court trying the case is satisfied that the stated engagement 
on which the plaintiff seeks to recover has been entered into by the debtor with knowledge 
of all the circomstauces attending his p osition, and his liability m regard to his creditorj

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and of his entire free will, without inequitable pressure of any kind. The coufts may 
consider whether or not the contract was a prudent one,—'Uot with a view to setting it aside 
if imprudent, for that of course is entirely beside the court's duty, but with a view to deter* 
mining whether extreme imprudence, from which, along with other curcumstances, the exist* 
cnce of undue influence might be inferred, has or has not been manifested. Reference on 
this point may be made to the custom of the locality, the usage of parties similarly situated, 
and the rates for loans prevailing, so that character of the transaotion may be tested. 

The debtor need not be compelled by the court to pay the entire amount of interest, 
whether agreed upon lu cash or in grain, if there be reason to believe that the engi^ement, 
whether eitdeu'ccd by bond, or by signing, or marking the money-lender’s book, or com¬ 
pleted in any other mode, has been entered into through fear or ignorance; and if in any 
case the amount of iiitci'cst shall appear to have been agreed upon under oiroumstanees 
which would lender the awarding it contrary to the principles above referred to, the court 
will only decree us much interest as may appear just under the circumstances. 

15. lu couclusiou, the Chief Court repeats the i njuuction conveyed in Book Circular 
XXIX of 1867, that lu awanling interest subsequent to the date of the decree, the courts 
should not allow it to approach in amount that which may be obtainable by persons who 
have not the security of a decree, and that no inducement should be afforded to decree- 
holders to allow tlicir decrees to remain unexecuted. Further, the courts are reminded that 
where a largo portion of the amount decreed consists of interest, it is not compulsoi^ on 
them to decree interest upon the amount decreed, inasmuch as the courts may fitly miercise 
the discretion allowed them by Act XXIII of 1861, section 10, and not award any such 
interest at all

“accounts,” .and the absenuo oi frequency, as the case may be, of oomplaints. The Judge, 
however, will doubtless remember that while his mission is, on the one hand, to observe and 
correcteirors, he IS also to oneourage, assist and advise, he should dearly and oourteoualy 
explain all difficulties occasioned by inexperience, ohauge of system, or possible ignorance of 
the English language, and should invite the freest communication on all topics of mutual 
concern.

To—A ll Civil Aothohitieb Svbjxct to tub High Court. 

CaliMta, the May 1878. 

By ccotion 175, Cade of Civil Frocedare, it is provided that oommisstons to examine 

absent witnesses “ shall ordinarily be issued to the 
‘‘ Court within whose jurisdiction the witness may 
" reside, and which can most conveniently execute 
" the same; but under special circumstances the 
c* commission may be issued to any other person or 
persons whom the Court issning the commission 
" may think proper to appoint.” 

3. The privilege of obtaining such commissions, 
in respect of which no fee is at present levied, is largely used, and the duty of acting under 
such commissions is often a sciiou'. addition to the duty of the various Judges. 

At the same time the business of the Civil Coiiits has almost universally so increased 
that they ought not to be called upon to perfot m this additional duty; and notoiiously fiom 
their frequent inability to perform it great delay and inconvenience arise. 

4. The High Court is of opinion that this state of things should be held to constitute 
” special circumstances” under which it is competent to the Civil Courts to issue commissions 
to other persons. 

5 The High Court considers further that the proper persons to execute such commis¬ 
sions will usually le the Pleaders of the District Court, or those Pleaders of the MoonsitTs 
Court have passed examinations under Act XX of 1865. The Court thercfoic directs 
that— 

♦ 

I.—Wheu such commission is applied for, the Court issuing the same shall make ohoiee 
of some Pleader practising in the Court within whose jurisdiction the witness resides, and 
issue the commission accordingly. 

IL—For the remuneration of the commission so appointed, the Court shall require the 
party applying to pay in a fee of Ks. 4 for each witness to be examined, if the Court be that 
of a MoonsUI, or of Us. 10 for each witness in the case of any higher Courts, and the com¬ 
mission shall not issue until such ice be paid. 

III —The commission, together with the amount of the fee, shall be sent to the Court in 
which the Commissioner is a practising Pleader, and the commission shall be immediately 
delivered to him (unless he lefuse to act) If the witness or witnesses appear before bim and 
aro^xammed so that he can make a icturu within the time limited, on his returning the com¬ 
mission duly executed the fee shall be paid over to him, otherwise it shall be sent back together 
with the commission to the Court which issued it. 

IV. —Every District JudgeRhail furnish, on application, to the Judge of any neighbouring 
District a list of all Pleaders attached to the several Courts in his District, who arc qualiHed 
and willing to execute such commissions under these rules. 

V. —The foregoing rules do not apply to eases coming under Section 176, Code of Civil 
Procedure. 

VI. —Every subprdiaalc court, including the Mofussii Courts of Small Causes, shall 

furnish to the Distn^ Court, at the close of each quarter, a return of the commissions which \ 

it has issued during such quarter in the form annexed; and the District Court shall furnish ' 

a general return in the same form to the High Court.

that, with reference to an inquiry whether Sub* 
divisional Officers might be empowered to sign 
the certificate contemplated in the Government

Fees' Act), the Government has ruled that it wil bo enough if the Collectors of Districts and 
the Sub'divisional Officers are very careful that all the lower and more commonly nser^ 
stamps are alieayt available at Sub-dtvisions, so as to obviate the necessity of issuing the 
required certificate

3 Billiton and coin must he tendered for coinage by the proprietoi thereof agreeably to 
Form A, printed copies of which will he supplied by the Bullion Clerk of the Mint 

3 All gold and silvet bullion and com brought to the Mint lot eoiiuige will be received 
by the Mint M.istei iii accordance with Section 19 of the Indian Coinage Act, 1870 

I. All bullion and coin tendcied for coinage must, on airival at the Mint, he taken to 
the Bullion Depot ol the Mint, whore it will remuiti nr deposit until it is required to be

Homouauy Magistrates have been appointed and benches arranged in 
many districts. In bome, Magistrates have objected that class litigation makes 
it dangerous to do so, and certainly there is so muoh of class questions in 

[Grorenmeiil Gazette, liih Avgust 1873.] 
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some parts of the country that the Lieutenant-GoTemot is becoming seriously 
alarmed, lest by appointing ezdasively men of the upper clasm 
these questions should be prejudiced. Iho arrangements are such in 
regard to benches, reference of cases, &c,, that be has not much fear of 
actual cases being scriousl; prejudiced; but the Lieutenant-Governor does 
somewhat fear the power and influence which the name and trappings of a Magis¬ 
trate may give in the eyes of on ignorant people, if the Magistrates are too 
much of one class. That there may l)e inconveniences in a class magistracy, 
the experience of the British Islands proves. Even when general class ques* 
tions were pot burning, the English magistracy, as an aristocratic institution, 
was not flroe from suspicion of prejudice iit game questions and such like. In 
Ireland, where there w ere great class questions, it was generally found impos¬ 
sible to allow an aristociatic unpaid magistiacy to act; and since class questions 
have become prominent in England, the country magistracy is found to be a 
very assailable instatution. On all sides the tendency m the United Kingdom 
now is to doubt the advantage of an unpaid magistracy, and to substitute 
stipendiary Magistrates. Certainly then Has Honor docs not wash to found an 
honorary magistracy on an EngliNli model. If the benches are to be useful 
they must be rather a soit of superior piiaiclaayets, anaong whom all classes are 
represented, and not one class oaily. At sudder stations, fiom among lawyers, 
merchants, and other residents, as well as zemindars, a variety of classes may 
be found ; but at sub-divisions and outlying places, the Lieutenant-Governor is 
convinced that the system of entrusting to men selected from among the 
natives to dispose of the affuiis of tlie natives, whether as Magistrates or in 
other matters, will not work fairly and uselully unless really aepresontative 
ryots and such like men as well as men of higher status can be got. If we had 
the same lactJities ior obtaining at a aeasonablc cost stipendiaiy Magistrates 
fitted to deal with all cases that we have in Europe, the Licuttnant-Govemor 
would not seek to create Honorary Magistrati s. But both on account of the 
deficiencies of our Courts and witla a view to educate the people of the country 
to manage their own affairs, he is after long expeiienee convinced that it is 
right to try to obtain Honorary Magistrates and Committee men The Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor wishes then to appeal to local officers to make a real and earnest 
effort to find such men. 


2. The Lieutenant-Governor has just had before him a case in which in 
a particular district the District Magistrate and Judge concur in saying that 
the Honorary lilagistrate system cannot be carried out, because class questions 
are so burning that zemindars cannot he entrusted with power, and no good 
representative ryots can be found, there being, it is stated, nothing hut dis¬ 
reputable middlemen and very poor and ignorant ryots. His Honor will probably 
he obliged to yield to that representation. But then he finds that both officers 
state that the distiict in question is quite an exceptional district. The Judge 
HientioDS the last district lu w hich he served as one in w hich good representa¬ 
tive ryots abound. After much inquiry the Lieutenant-Governor is convinced 
that in most districts such men, and good men of the class, are to be found. 
Again, then, ho must express the hope that the local officers will find them 
and send up their names for Honorary Magistrates, School Committees, Iload 
Committees, Municipal Committees, and all bodies designed in some sort to 
represent the natives. Until this is well done the whole system will bo worae 
than a failure. 


8. The Lieutenant-Governor is convinced that officers will fairly and 
honestly try to find the right men and to carry out these instructions. If in any 
district they really eaunot do so, he is open to conviction; but he expects to have 
the assurance that the effort has been made, and confidently believes that 
wherever the materials exist, a good officer making the effort will find them.

Tba Select Committee on the Hill nhich is 
now Act Xof 1872 {ii« Code of Criminal I'roee- 
dure), expressed their opinion that it was desir- 
abie that the procedure of the Hij^h Courts in me 
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exareisd of th^r original criminal jnritdiction 
should bo regulated by the same lav as that 
nhioh applied to the other Criminal Courts of 
India. They did not, however, introduce into 
the Code the requisite provisions on this subject 
as it nos necessary to obtain the opinions of van- 
ons authorities before making such a change in 
the law, and this would have delayed the passing 
of the Code till after Mr. Stephen bad left India. 
These opinions hqve /low been obtained, and the 
present Bill is an attempt to embody their result. 


It will lie seen that the Bill does not purport 
to regulate the practice of the Courts in issuing 
prerogative writs; and other omissions will doubt* 
less be pointed out in the course of the careful 
scrutiny which, it » hoped, the Bill will undergo. 
On the other band, it extends the greater pait of 
the Code to the Courts of the Police Magistrates 
and to the Police of the Presidency Towns. 

The Bill is divided into eight chapters, the 
first of which, amongst other things, repeals por* 
tiona of the fonr Statutes and eleven Acts in 
which the ouminal practice of the High Courts 
(which, for the purpose of the Bill, includes the 
Chief Court ol the Puiy&b) is now embodied. 

Chapter II deals with Sessions, and is founded 
on 53 ^ 0 . Ill, c. 153, s. 103, and Act Xlll of 
1865, B. 22, and the bke enactments for the High 
Couit of the North-Western Provinces and the 
Chief Court of the Paujdb. 

Chapter III of procedure on commitments,

BENGAL EASTERN FRONTIER REGULATION I OF 1873. 

A Regnlaitm for Ue peace and gtternmenl <f certain dislriele on lieEaitern Frontier of 

Bengal. 

WiiERaaa the Serretniy of Slate for India in Conncil hne hy Reaolntion in Conqcil 
declared the proviaions of Act XXXlll Vic, Cap. 8, Section 1, to Iw applicable to the dis- 
ncts> of Kamroop, Dtirrnng, Nowgong, Seebentigor, Luckimporo, Garo Hilla, Khaai and 
Jyntcab Hille, Naga Hilla, Cachar^ and Chittagong Uilla; 

And whereas the Lieatenant^Governor of Bengal baa proposed to the Qovcrnor-Ocncral 
in Council a diaft of t ho folkwiiig Regulation, together with the rrarons for proposing the 
same, for the peace and government of the said diatricta, 

And nhereaa the Governor-General in Council has taken anch draft and reasons into 
couBiderution, and has appiovcd of such diaft, and the same baa received the Governor* 
General'p assent;— 

The following Rcgulatun is tow puLhelod in the Gazelle oj India,end will he published 
m the Gz/cM/fa Goref/e, ai d will thereufon haie the force of law, under the thirty-third of 
Victoria, Chapter III,— 

1. This Regulation shall extend to the districts named in the preamble, and shall, 

come into force on the 1st of November 1873. ' 

2. It shall be lawful fur the Local Government of Bengal, with the previous sanction of 
the Governor-General in Council, to prescribe, and from time to time to alter by notification 
in the Cakntta Gazette, a hne to be called “The Inner Line” in each or any of the above- 
named districts. 

Tlie Local Goiernment may, by notification in the Calcutta Gazette, prohibit all British 
subjects, or any class of British subjects, or any persons residing in or passing through such 
districts, from going biyond such line without a pass under the hand and seal of the chief 
Executive Officer of such district, or oi such other officer as be may authosize to grant such 
pass; and the Local Government may from time to time cancel or vary such prohibition. 

3. Any British subject or other person so prohibited, who, alter The Inner Line” has 
' been prescribed and notified in accordance with section 2 of this Regulation, goes beyond such 

hne without a pass, shall be liable on coniiction before a Magistrate to a fine not exceeding 
Rupees 100 for the first ofienco, and to a fine not exceeding Rupees 500, or to simple or 
rigorous imprisonment for a term dot exceeding three months, or to both, for each snbsequcnt 
offence. 

4. The Local Government may, from time to time, prescribe by notifioatiou m the 
Calcutta Ga zttle a form of pass fur each district, and may in such form fix such restrictions 
or conditions as the Local Government may deem fit, and may require the payment of such 
dues and fees for such passes as to the Local Government may seem proper. Any holder of 
such a pass shall, on breach of any such restnotion or condition, be liable on conviction to a 
fine not exceeding #upees 100 for a first offenoe, and to a fine not exceeding Rupees 500, or to 
simple or rigorous imprisonment, which may extend to three months, or to both, for each sub¬ 
sequent offence.

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5. Any rubber, wax, ivory, or other jnpgloiproditilt ibnnd in the pogsession of any per> 
eon convicted of an offence under thie Begulation, may be confisoated to Government by an 
order to bo passed at the time of conviction by the Magistrate. 


6. The chief Executive Officer of any district comprised in any notification os afore- 
said may, subject to the approval of the Local Govrnment, authorize, by a written instrument 
under his hand, any public servant to arrest and bring before him with the least practicable 
delay-" 

Firsliy.'—Any person prohibited from crossmg “ The Inner Line” prescribed for such 
district, if such person shall bo found beyond the lino, and when asked to 
produce his pass shall refuse or be unable so to do. 

Secondly.—Any person to whom a pass may have been granted, and who has 
committed any infraction of its conditions. 

7. It shall not be lawful for any British subject or other person, not being a native of 
the district comprised in the preamble of this Rcpulation, to acquire any interest in land or 
the product of land beyond the said " Inner Lino” without the sanction of the Local Govern¬ 
ment or such officer as the Tiocal Government shall appoint inthis behalf. Any interest so 
acquired may bo dealt with os the Local Government or its said officer shall direct. The 
Local Government may also, by notification in the CakuUa Qaselle, extend the prohibition con¬ 
tained in this section to any class of persons, natives of the said districts, and may from time 
to time in like manner cancel or vary such extension. 

8. Whoever, without the written permission of an officer authorized by the Local Gov¬ 
ernment to grant such permission, kills or captures or attempts to kill or capture, or abets, 
within the meaning of the Indian Penal Code, the killing or capturing of a wild elephant in 
any of the districts to which this Regulation extends, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
Rs. 200 fur every such elephant, and any elephant so killed or captured shall be oonfisoated to 
Government i Provided that no jicrson who kills, or attempts to kill, or abets the killing of 
an elephant in protection of himself, his houses, or his crops shall be liable to punishment 
under this section ; and provided also that every person who m the like cases captures, or 
attempts to capture, or abets the capture of an elephant, shall be exempt from fine under this 
section, but shall, if the elephant be captured, be bound to surrender it to Government, or to 
pay such royalty thereon as the Local Government may from time to time direct. 

9. It shall be competent for the Local Government to make rules for the issuo of licenses 
to kill or capture elephants, and for all purposes connected with the capture of elephants. 

10. The prosecution for every oflcnuo punishable under section 8 of this Regulation 
shall bo commenced within six calendar months after the offence is committed. 


11. Offences againstBcgulation may be tried by Magistrates of the first or second 
'-{laait and shall be bailable.

Hama, Harbour Master and Supermtendent of Customs at False Point, with the powers of 
a Magistrate of the Second Class, and to appoint him, under Section 42 of the Criminal Proce¬ 
dure Code, to be a Special Magistrate of the First Class for the trial of offences specified in, 
and punishable under. Section 518, Clause 6, of the Merchant Shipping Act of 1864. 

Captain Hams is also appointed to be a Justice of the Peace, under Section 3, Act 11 of 
1869, within (he territories under the Lieutenant-Governor’s control. 


Under Section 143 of the Criminal Procedure Code, the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased 
to vest Captain Hams with power to commit any iiorsou to the Court of Session for any 
offence triable by such Court.

The Governor-General m Council observes that of late sanution has lieeu frequently 
asked for immediate expenditure for which no provision has been made in the estimates ol 
the current year 

His Excellency in Council desires to remind local Governments and Heads of Depart¬ 
ments that, save for exceptional reasons, such expenditure should not be proposed, and 
cannot be sanctioned. 

Whenever thereibre a proposition of this kind is made, the fact that provision has not 
been made for the desired expenditure in the estimates should be prominently set forth, as 
wen as the particular reasons why it is nevertheless considered indispensably necessary that 
the outlay should be immediately incurred and should not be postponed to the next finau- 
cial year. Explanations should also be invariably given why the need for the expenditure 
wa^not foreseen in time to obtain sanction for its inclusion in the estimates. 

In the absence of such special arguments, the Governor-General in Council will in 
future assume that it is intended that any expenditure proposed should have effect from the 
beginning of the following financial year and uot earlier.

The rotes at which the tax has been imposed have been notified by the Colleotor in the 
district and published in the Gazette, as required by Section 76 of the Act. Notice of the 
amount payable will also be (jiven to the owner of each estate; and the Board of Revenue 
will, circulate particulars of the modes, rates, and conditions under which the tax is to be 
levied by and from the various classes of tenure-holders and cultivators. 

This proclamation js chiefly to inform the ryots of their liabilities and rights. 

4 

From and after let October next every ryot m the district of Hooghly is bound to pay 
to the person to whom bis rent is payable, and along with his rent, half the rate of road cess 
imjiosed by the committee ; that is, the ryot is to pay half ot a pice for every rupee of rent. 
This tax then is of the nature of a cess at half a pice per rupee of rent payable by each ryot. 
By the provisions of the regulations no other cess is legal or recoverable by law; this one cess 
only has been imposed by law, and the zemindars and other holders are authorized to levy it at 
the rate named above. 

As regards the house-tax, all house aud bhopholdors arc warned that they are not liable 
to pay the tax in any case unless the house or shop has been included, with the value thereof, 
in a roll of houses, assessed to the road cess posted in the village as the Act, Section 48, 
requires. All agricultural ryots and all landholders who carry on no other trade or profession 
arc exempt from this house-tax. All houses of less than Rs. 100 value, and all shops of less 
than Rs, 26 value, are also exempt from this tax. 

All persons assessed to the road cdls are informed and assured by the Government that 
every pico levied under the Act will be spent in the distnct in which it is raised to improve 
the local roads, conals, and rivers, m the district, for the benefit, of the inhabitants ", nothing 
will be diverted to any other purpose than that which the law directs. 

Snb-divieions of the distnct will be arranged, and a fair proportion of the proceeds of 
(he tax will be apportioned for the petty roads of that sub-division. That money will be 
distributed and spent by local men, trusted by the inhabitants, who will be selected or elected 
for the purpose Every tax-payer is encouraged and invited to claim that the tax ahnll be 
fairly applied to the village roads and local paths or water channels in which he is interested. 
The Ooveriiment will use every uil'ort to see that such local claims are fairly met, Aid that 
every tax-payer denves a fair bciieiit from the tax winch he pays.

" Under present Rules all Government estates settled for terms of years witb purehasers 
of the proprietary right, pass out of the category of Government estates, and become the pro¬ 
perty of the settlement-holders. Such estates will, therefore, be included under Class e. 

“ All Government estates, settled for terms of years with persons to whom the proprietary 
right has not been transferred by sale, even though the right to conditional re-setclement 
has been conoeded to the settlement-holders, must lie regarded as temporarily settled estates, 
and be included in Glass e. This class will also, of coarse, include Government estates settled 
in farm, t.e., for a definite term, with concession to the settlement-holder of a right to re¬ 
settlement."

1HAVB the honor to enbmit, for the information of Government, copy of a letter No. 298 
of 17th June, from the Magiatrateof Hooghly, and to recommend that section U of Act II 
(B.C.) of 1867 may at once bo extended to the places named in the margin of paragraph 
10 of the Magiafrate’s letter, and along the public road from the Boidyabatty railway station 
to Tarkessur, and to the towns of Boidyabatty and Bhudessur. 

2 . The circumstances reported by the Magistrate are very remarkable, and it is very 
necessary that immediate steps should lie taken to put a stop to gamUing by means of the 
well-known “ three-caid-trick,” which is, I fear, an importation of Western science 

3 . I regret that the subject was not brought to my notice sooner, as it has evidently 
run its course for at least a year, and the police have been vainly attempting to stop it under 
prosecutions for obstructing the road and obstructing the police m the execution of their duty. 

4 . I believo that a notihcation of the villages and the road and towns as recommended 
by the Magistrate will be sufficient for the purposes of the Act. I should be, however, glad 
to see a more general notification issued for the extension of the law to ull 
villaget and places nithm the district of Hooghly, ns such a notification would enable the Ma¬ 
gistrate tosuppiess the offence wherever it appears, as it is only too probable that, if the offence 
is only prohibited locally, some of the gamblers may shift their quarters and prey on the silly 
people elsewhere in the district. If this cannot be done, I will direct ihe Magistrate to 
propose and submit a moie comprehensive list of villages; and, under any circumstances, a 
clearer definition is needed of the nver-side road running beside the Grand Trunk Bead.

In reference to your No. 176, dated 14 th ultimo, I Lave the honor to report on the 
gambling in the iieighbourhood of the Tarkessur Eoad. 

2 . With regard to my not having before reported on it, I beg to explain that gambling 

to an extent requiting special action is only of recent growth; my attention had only been 
called to it very shortly before the Rajodhurpoie daeoity, and then 1 passed orders to the police 
to endeavour to deal with it under the general criminal law. ^ 

3 . It appears that gambling is practised more or less along the whole length of the road 
from Boidyabatty to Tarkessur, the villages of Chapsarah, Bajodhurpore, and Chinamore (on 
the road-side) contam most professioDal gamblers. It is estimated that at these three villages 
alone not less (Vinn seventy persons gam their livelihood by winnings from chance-way-farers 
going to or returning from the large Sewrafuily or Boidyabatty markets held every Tuesday 
and Saturday. 

4. The road from Tarkessur to Boidyabnlly is the only one from the interior of the 
district that leads to tho above places On hdt days the road is alive with people for miles, 

and professional gamblers are then at woik from eaily nioiBing till late at night. Gambiere 
are in gieatest force at Tarkessui, and alouir this road, whin the two great annual festivals at 
Tarkessur take place in Febiuary and Apiil. Daring the last mulathe District Superintendent 
noticed a member of a gang of gamblers who was practising near Chapsarah. lie was a 
jouiig Mussulman, a resnient of the 24-Pergniinah8, and a hhiUmdgar by profession; jte found 
on him raids, opium, ganjah, gooli, and kolkis for smoking opium balls. He cohJd give no 
good account of himself, so the District Superintendent sent him to the Serampore Joint- 
Magistnite. On the 4th instant, while the District Superintendent was travelling at 6 p.K. 
along the above-mentioned road, be came upon another gambling party. On the 11th instant, 
hSarain Deeu Tewary, Inspector, was passing along the road and was asked to interfere in a

6. It appears that this gambling was first commenced so late aa July last, ainee which 
time it has been rapidly on the increase. The profeesioDal gamblers are generally of the lower 
classes of Hindoos, such aa Bagdis, Kaorahs, or Koibnttoa. Bat in some cases, as has been 
bhowD above, Mussulmans join. Since the 1st Jannary lost as many as nine police oases 
resulting from this gambling have been prosecuted, ail of which occurred close to Chapsarah. 
Eighteen persons were sent up Far trial, eleven for obstructing the road by playing cards on it 
and collecting a crowd, and seven for obstructing the police when attempting to clear the load. 

6. Oamblers^in this part generally go about in gangs of seven or eight. To each gang 
ii attached a Iioy of eleven or twelve years old who commences to play first with eom^ other 
members of the gang. T he imy wine and bis winnings attract attention. By>and-by people 
eit down to try their hand with the boy, who, advised by one of the gang, generally auoceede 
in winning his victim's money, then his goods, and sometimes the very clothes he wears; 
women also are great Mifferers, tor they generally etako the ornaments they have on their 
perauns. 

7. The other membeis of the gang go up aud down the road showing rupees to likely 
individuals, pretending that they have won theee by gambling with the boy. 

8. Only three cards are used for gambling purposes. They are quickly shuffled together 
and thrown out lor a person to chooec which among them is the one determined upon before 
hand. The bo\ who is an expert at the trick invariably wins 

0 The naibs, gomashtaa, and clivwkeedars along the road aid and abet tliie gambling, 
as they get a certain share of the winnings. Five chowkeedaia of Itajodhurporc, Cbapsarab, 
and Chinnmore are notoiioub gamblers, and the Dietiict Superintendent was shown tho other 
day a large weli.built iari belonging to the son of a Bngdi chowkeedar, who, n year ago, la 
said to have had hardly a rag to his book. 


10. Though the police protect the people that travel along this road from these gamblers 
to the best of their ability, they can do but little, and it is only when the road is obstructed

The primary object of this Bill is to make three 
amendments in the European Vagiancy Act (XXI 
of 1869} Jirot, to enable the governoia of work¬ 
houses to punish vagrants disobeying rules by 
solitary confinement, by reduotion of diet, or by 
hard labor; leeondly, to provide a punishment 
for vagrants who, with the govcrnoi-’s permission, 
leave a workhouse for a limited time, or a speci¬ 
fied purpose, but fail to return on tbs expiration 
of such time, or when such purpose has been 
accomplished or proves impracticable; and third/]/, 
to render the owners and agents of ships from 
which foreign European sailors are discharged in 
Britiah Indian ports, liable in case snob sailors 
become vagrants. 

These changes have been recommended by the 
Local Governments which have had must experi¬ 
ence in the working of tbe Act. 

The o^portnnity has been taken to amend 
section one of Act XXVIII of 1871, which does 
not provide for the case of an Australian who 
lands in India having been in charge of horses, 
not “ during bis possage to India,” but during his 
passage irom one port in British India to another. 

As the Vagrancy Act has been already amended, 
it is thought preferable to adopt the method of 
repealing and re-enacting with the necessary

(1.) In all criminal cases which come before mo from Native Deputy Magistrates, 1 
find that while all the witnesses’ depositions are written by the Deputy Magistrates with their 
own hands, ’directly the confession of a prisoner has to bo recorded, the Magistrate allows a 
Mohurir to write it, and contents himself with making English notes of the substance of the 
confession, though it is needless to remark that the importance of having an accurate record 
of the statement made is far tho greater with respect to confessions 

(2) I wrote six months ago to the Magistrate of—--on tho subject a letter, 

copy of which I enclose; but 1 do not find that any attention is paid to it, and the matter has 
just boon prominently brought to my notice at tho recent Sessions at when a Deputy 

Magistrate admitted before me, when 1 examined him about a confession recorded in his 
presence, that he allowed tho Police Officer, who had brought in the man, to bo present while 
Ike confession was recorded by a Mohurrir, and to suggest questions to be put to the 
confessing prisoner. 

(3.) I asked the Deputy Magistrate why he had not written the confession himself. He 
said that the law did not make it compulsory on him to do so.

2. Under Act VII of 1870, Section 30, Court Fee Labels are cancelled by punching 
out the figure-head. But this does not perhaps afford sufficient protection, and pending 
further considoiatien of the subject, the Oovernor-Gcneial iii Council directs that the record- 
keeper of every Court shall, when a case is decided, and the record consigned to his custody, 
punch a second hole in each label, distinct from the first, and note the date of hu doing so at 
the same time. The second punching should not remove so much of the stamp as to render it 
impossible or difficult to ascertain its value or nature.

1 Tlie Board of liev enuo in their Administration Report for 1870-71, in 
describing the land tenures ol Bi*ngal, mentioned that as a consequence of the 
practxcs of proprietors snb-lctting separately undivided shares of the whole 
superior tenure, each tenant had now very commonly to pay his rents to “ two 
or many more than two masters.”

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2. The hardships and harassment^ to whioh the practice of shareholders

the Ideutenant-Governor's notice 
in different shapes; he therefore 
requested the Board to consider 
whether some remedy should not be 
applied by legislation, suggesting 
the possibility of reverting to the 
rule of the permanent settlement 
quoted in the margin, under whioh 
the proprietors of a joint undivided 
estate were required to elect a sarbe* 
rakar or manager, who should have 
the exclusive management of their 
lands during the continuance of his 
appointment. * 

3. On this tbe Board consulted 


the Commissioners aaid local officers, and the result is embodied in 
chapter XVII of the Board’s memorandum on the revenue administration of 
the Lower Provinces of Bengal recently printed. liocal officers were “ very 
“ unanimous in deploring the evils and hardships of the present system,” but 
were not generally hopeful as to the probable result of the remedy proposed, 
or of any other rentedy. 

4. The reports of the local officers certainly show that extreme hardship, 
injustice, and wrong to the uninfluential holders of small fractional shares in 
realising, as w'ell as to the tenants in paying, their rents is very often the result 
of the existing state of things, and the same thing is made evident by individual 
instances which have come prominently to light from time to time in different 


parts of the country. 


6. The Commissioner of Dacca observes that ” at present much money * 

” is M'asted by each petty sharer having a

“ gomaslitah, who has his pickings both from ryot 
” and landlord.” 

6. The Collector of Backergutigc—that “ the tenants who pay to three or 
four shareholders are undoubtedly often subjected to serious inconvenience, 
an(Ji the hardship is equally great on the other side. Indeed, the person who 
is probably most to bo pitied in the transaction is the small shareholder, 
especially if such person happens to be a woman or a minor. It is only too 
common for the latter to Ijc practically dispossessed by the more powerful 
co-sharers w’lio persuade or cozen the tenants into acknowledging no landlord 
but themselves.”* 


The Commissioner of the Presidency Division observes that “ there can be 
“ but one opinion as to the great difficulties in I lie way of tenants in such a 
“ predicament. The hardship is unquestionably much felt from one end of the 
» country to the other, and I think that a legal remedy should be applied to 
" an evil that affects the great bulk of the lural population.” 

In the Behar districts the evil is not so common. A joint representative is 
often appointed to deal*with the ryots, while in other cases the putwaree acts 
as collector for the shareholders jointly. In fact, in this, as in other things

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( Vft® ) CPawH. 

Beliar resembles the North-Western Provinces much more then B^agel. Still 
the Commissioner has known instances in which, "owing to quarrels among 
" shareholder, ryots have not been allowed to cut the dhan, and ryots’ and 
" maliks’ shares have thus altogether gone to destruction. In Sarun, tenants 
" under Joint co-parceners are put to much trouble in getting receipts and in 
“ recovering amounts overpaid. The Commissioner is of opinion tlfht the 
" evil is very considerable, and is not only a source of vexation and harassment 
“ to the ryot, but of serious loss, inasmuch as it multiplies the number of 
" amlahs and underlings whom he has to fee.” 

7. Other officers represent the difficulties to which the ryots are subjected ** 
when a dispute occurs among the Joint-shareholders to whom he has to pay his 
rent, or when a new proprietor of a fractional share comes in and endeavours to 
raise the rents payablo on account of his share. The extortion to which the 
ryots arc subjected hy collecting establishments is an admitted grievance, and 
that wrong is intensified to an intolerable degree when lie has to satisfy the 
illicit demands of the servants, not of one landlord hut of many, for the 
gratuities or presents, which are sometimes said to be given by the ryots of 
their own free will. 

8 . The Commissioner of Orissa goes fully into the subject, and his 
remarks are here reproduced :— 

" In my opinion payment of rent by tenants to several fractional owners 
" separately is productive of the greatest confusion, annoyance, and injury. An 
“ estate paying revenue of Es. 300 often has as many as 25 or 80 proprietors, 

** whoso shares are in some cases so minute that they can only he described by 
" fractions of a cowree. The ryots are generally an uncomplaining class, but 
" cases have come to light in which they have suffered severely from this 
“ multiplicity of zemindars. On this subject the Collector of Cuttack reports 
" as follows :— 

“‘In the whole circumstances regulating the position of landlord and 
" ‘ tenant, there is nothing so detrimental, I might say ruinous, to the ryot as 
" ‘ the number of persons u ho claim to exercise the power of landlord over 
“ ‘ him. As a rule, in this district the shareholders in a joint undivided property 
" ‘ have no couunou manager or telisildar, each collects his own fractional 
“ ‘ shaic of tlie rent sojiarately. The consequences to the lyot in an estate 
“ ‘ -Hliere there are fen or fifteen shareholders, each with his own set of amlah, 

“ ‘ demanding his own particular duslury, are too plain to call lor explanation, 

“ ‘ l)ut when the road ccss comes to be collected the consequences will be far 
“ ‘ more injurious than they are now. The maximum ccss payable by ryots is a 
“ ‘ pice in every rupee of rent, hut thousands of instances will occur in which 
“ ‘ the w hole rent to he received by any one shareholder will not exceed a 
‘ 1‘ew annas. The portion of cess due on this could not well bo adjusted, and the 
* probability is that w'hcn the w'hole amount is made up the ryot vrill find that 
“ ‘ ho has paid three or four times more "than he ought to have done. I have 
" ‘ no hesitation in repeating here my conviction that unless the appointment 
of a common manager in joint estates is enforced, the lyots can never be 
“ ‘ placed in a fair pcjsition, and nothing, moreover, can be more detrimental to 
“ ‘ the proper management of an estate than a lot of shareholders acting 
“ ‘ independently, and squabbling over the plunder. That there is a marvellous 
“ ‘ want of unanimity, I knciv before, and my opinion has been only too well 
'• ‘ confirmed hy what has transpired in working the Cess Act.’ ’’ 

0 . Ijt his Jjaud llevenne Report for the year 1872-73, the Commissioner 
,, , , of Rurdwan writes to the Board of Revenue 

As a rule, tiic principal sharers m joint 
“ I'statps liave each their inal-outcherry and separate oolleoiing agency. This 
" IS harassing to the tenants, but it is an old established practice in the district. 

" The different sharers do not m all cases collect rents at ttie same rate. Of 
" two iB-auua sharore one may rc.alize much more than the other. It is stated 
" that a certain powerful zemindar in the Hooghly district with a four-fifth 
“ share realizes seven times as much rent as the"one*-fltth shareholder." 

\Goremwent Gazelle, OH September 1873.] 
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In bis report on the land revenue administration of the Coooh Behar 
Division in 1871*72, tlie Commissioner gives the following account of » 
complaint which was made to Colonel Haughton during his tour:— 

“ A Garo talookdar, whose tenure, from the evidence produced, was in 
“ existence prior to the decennial settlement, and whoso ancestors came forward 
“ and made the same complaint to Mr, Elliot, the Commissioner deputed to 
" settle the disputes between the zemindars of Sheropore and the Garos, made 
“ the following statement-That the pergunnah having been ^vided amonsrst 
“ thirteen recorded sharers and a number of unrecorded sharers, it has become 
“ a matter of impossibility for him to pay his rent. Each sharer residing at a 
“ variety of distances required his rent to be conveyed to his house, and to 
“ each he has to pay his quota of abwabs. It so happens that wheu two 
“ separate sharers of the same house disagree, ho is often obliged to dance 
“ attendance upon them till their dispute is settled. Again, a sharer dying, 
“ the tenant has either to wait till the heir takes his certificate of administra- 
“ tiou, or to pay at the risk of being obliged to pay again; the matter 
“ has become intolerable to the extreme, and a better instance for legislative 
“ enactment cannot bo given, if it bo the intention of Government to interc(*de 
“ on behalf of these oppressed tenants.” 

10. If a talookdar finds himself in this position, the still greater difficulties 
with which an ordinary ryot is beset under similar circumstances can be casily 
understood. The Commissioner further writes :— 

" By this didiculty, not only the tenants suflor, but the zemindars 
" themselves are great losers. The tenant being extorted or harassed by one 
“ sharor, delays to pay his rent to another; and m this n ay another sharer 
** becomes a loser ” 

11. Again, during the recent disturbances in Pubna, the same diflicultv 
cropped up as one leading to much agrarian discord. The village in which the 
feeling was most bitter, and most violence was committed, was one in which a 
dispute existed between the shareholders. One of them had sub-let his share to 
a man who was ojiposcd by tlio otliers, and the acts of violence which occurreu 
were supposed to have been fomented by the discordant shareholders. 

12. In September 1872 a petition was presented to the Governor-General 
in Council by certain ryots of Hijlee, in the Midnapore district, containing the 
following complaint among others:— 

" Each zemindar collects revenue from each ryot, according to liis on n 
share of th(‘ district, and your Excellency’s petitioners are therefore sulijeet 
to constant visitations from their peons, and tlie consequent annoyances and 
oppression. They are also subject to pay illegal cesses, which it is customary 
with zemindars to exact from ryots, and yourExcclleiiey can tliorefore imagine 
the hilldships under wrhieh your Excellency’s petitioners are laboring;” lind 
they prayed tlint, as a rinuedy for these hardsliips, orders might he given 
for tlie partition of the district among tbo zemindars according to ilieir 
respective shares, or else that it should be placed “ under khas management or 
izaradars appointed by Govevnuicut,” which w'ould remove tlie ” intolerable 
griewauces’*^ under whicli the petitioners were lahoring-. In I’ejiorting on this 
petition the Commissioner of Burtlw'an wrote—” T]i(‘“Mujnamootah estate, o< 
which they are residents, is held in six difrei-ont shares, and each sliarchoide' 
has in his employ distinct collecting agency, whose separate visitations for 
the jmrpose of collecting the rents is jirobably a source of annoyance to tin- 
ryots, but there is nothing illegal lu the proceeding. The prayer of the 
jictitioiicrs for tlie partition of the estate into different shares is inadmissible, as 
tbore 18 no law to compel the adopt ton of such a course on the part of the 
owners.” 

13. In submitting a report on the jieiition, the Lieutenant-Governor 
0 ]iimr.ii of tho uoMinoi (i<miii in observed that the evil complained of is a **most 

. ‘•'•upI ivrong,” and expressed an opinion that 

legislation should be resorted to, “ so os to proiide against a number of joint 
proprietors in an estate separately and individually harassing the tenants for 
their dues.” The Governor-General in Council fully approved of the views 
thus expressed by^ the Lieutenaul-Goveriior in submitting this report, and 
llis Excellency in Couucd has directed that, before legislating on the

to the heads of thezemindari interest, and their opinion asked as to the measures 
which will secure the object, with the least disturbance of tbe rights of the 
several shareliolders on a joint estate.” 

14. That, the Government is thoroughly justified in insisting on the 
appointment of representatives of the shareholders, if that course should appear 
to be for the benefit of the community at large, is evident from the fact that a 
provision requiring them to do this was among the fundamental provisions of 

„ o, ,, vTit permanent settlement The original law on 

, the subject is transcribed in paragraph 2 of this 
resolution. It may be added that a provision of this kind has been carried into full 
pflFect, and is now in universal use in the North-Western Provinces, Oude, and 
Punjab, wbero without it society would fall to pieces. The effect of the Hindoo 
and Mahomedan law of inheritance and other causes are such that there arc 
very few estates held by single owners either in Bengal or in other provinces. 
At the same time it must be admitted that, as things are now situated in 
Bengal, there are considerable difficulties in the way. This was felt as early as 
1805, when, at the instance of many landholders, the provision above quoted 
was repealed. 

15. Looking at the relations which so often exist between co-parceners in 

Nec^ity of overcoming the difflcnitiflg Bengal, it is to be expected that it may often 

which present thcmscive. found difficult for them to agree in selecting one 

of their number or ony common a^nt to deal with their tenants on behalf of 
all. The preamble to Regulalion A VII of 1805, wliich liegulation repealed the 
rules of the settlement law requiring the appointment of a joint manager, sets 
forth “the reluctance manifested generally by the proprietors to elect a mazI&gMl"' 
under those rulesbut m tlio correspondence which led to the passing of the 
repealing Regulation, the question is viewed from the zemindars’ side only,—its 
bearing on the tenants is not even alluded to. 

It is only necessary now' to say that, on a full consideration of tbe question, 
the Governor-General in Council, as well as the Government of Bengal, has 
been convinced that justice is not done to all classes under the present system, 
and that a remedy must be devised. It remains to devise the best form ol 
remedy. 

16. It is to be observed that the appointment of a joint manager to repre-

It is reported that in many joint estates or talooks “ there is a common 
“ agent or goniavhtah who makes the collect ions for all the co-parceners, 

“ and pays to each his share of the rent, although in large estates or talooks 
“ having several shareholders each of them employs a separate naib or agent, 

“ and the ryots have to pay rents to the several agents.” In Dinagepore, 
where there is no dispute, the ryots “ generally pay in lump sums to the 
“ putwaice of the village, whose business is to apportion the amount to the 
“ shareholders.” 

*‘In Maldah and Pubna the proprietors of small estates generally employ a 
joint collecting establishment,although it is not so inlarge estates. In the districts 
of Behar, the cases in which the ryot has to pay separately to several proprietors 
are not so common as in Bengal. Although small estates are owned jointly by 
numerous co-parccners, some arrangement is generally made by which the ryot 
has to deal with one person only; soractimos be pays in a lump sum to the 
putwaree, who distributes the collections to the shareholders; sometimes to a 
joint tehsildar. In some villages of Gya, as all of the numerous co-proprieton 
“ are related to each other, they appoint one from amongst themselves to coil’ect 
« from tbe tenants.” In the Bhaugulpore Division one shareholder sometimes 
manages for all. 

17. It may then be said that (except on large estates) so long as tbe 

co-parceners are at one, it is generally found con- 
^ venient for all j^arties tb&t the ryots should pay 

their rents to one representative of the proprietors, and some arrangement M 
often made accordingly.

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shares of rent from joint ryots is so much felt by proprietors that it is not an 
uncommon thing for tliem to moke an amicable division of the ryots of their 
estate, so that each proprietor shall collect the whole amount of rent payable 
by a certain number of the ryots of the estate! 

The oases in which the evils of separate collection of fractional shares of 
rent are most felt may ho said to be— 

I. Those in which disputes have arisen among the co-parceners; and 

II. 'I'hoso of large estates or tenures, some of the proprietors of which are 
presumably men with considerable local power and influence. 

Whatever mav bo the causes which operate to p'event those larger share¬ 
holders frorh adopting the course of appointing joint agents, which is found 
convenient by smaller landlords, it is evident that lioth m all cases of disputes 
and in tho case of large sliarcliol(icr> who eollwt separately, the ryots suffer, and 
in iiRither case are they in any (iegree to blame In tlie latter case the petty 
shareholders, if anv, probatily sulfer also, without any fault of their own. 

18. It is for the protection of the interests of these weaker parties that 
interference is called for; and such interference should be limited to the cases 
in which it is re illy necessary Tlio necessary protection niiglit best be given 
pel haps in the shajie of a law, similar to tlie original law of 1793, giving author¬ 
ity to the district officer, upon application made by the tenants of any estate, 
or otherwise, when lie fimls such a measure necessary for the peace of the 
district and the due protection of tlie tenures, to call upon all pei sons (whatever 
may he tlie degree of tiicir tenures) who are entitfed to collect fractional shares 
of rent direct ftoui the culiivating ryots, lo appoint one of their own number 
to represent the wliole body in their dealings with tiie rvots, or lo anpoint a 
joint agent for that purpose. In e.use of default to nominate jointly, it seems 
unavoidable to vest the poners of appointing a manager with the Collector, 
The ])Ower would only he used where it might be necessary fr nii the cireuni- 
stances of the estate, and the Lieuteuant-fiovcraor believes that the very 
knowledge that it lay lu the hand of the ('olleotors would often go far to check 
those abuses of private management which have led to the present discussion. 

It will he a question wliether, in order to meet such cases as those of the 
talookdar in Oooeli Uehar, wlueli is given above, tho proposed authonty should 
not he extended somewliat higher, tlie Col lector being empowered to call on 
the holders of superior tenur.-s to nominate a joint agenl lo deal with the 
proprietors of suliordinate tenures 

19. Ill connection with this siilijeet ii appears to the Lieutenant-Governor 

possible that if tho sy SI era of appoinr mg joint manager-, were more generally 
adopted, many of tlio^e undoubted eases ot hardship might be avoided in which 
estak's are hrongiit to sale for arrears of revenue, caused liy the default of one 
out of several shareholder.s In some cases doubtless such defaults are inten- 
tioiially committed, in order to allow tho estate to he brought to sale for the 
purposes of the defaulting party ; m other instances tho default occurs through 
some misunderstanding or mistake, which would be remedied if tho 

Collector could only communicate specially with all the parties concerned. But 
as filings now stand it uould not he possible to require the Collector by law to 
make such special communications in every case of default; for it would 
often he practically impossible for him to find out who all the actual joint- 
proprietors arc, many of tiicir interests being represented in his registers by 
the names of persons who have been long dead, or who have alienated their 
shariss. 

■VVliere there is a joint manager representing all, no such difficulties could 
occur, and it miglit he a matter for consideration whether the severity of the 
present sale laws could be relaxed. 

20. Tlie Licutcnant-Govi'rnor now desires, in accordance with the sugges¬ 
tion of tho Government of India, to invite the views of the representatives of 
the landed interest “as to the measures which will secure the object with the 
“ least distur^nce of the rights of the several sharclioldors on a joint estate,” 
and which wwld ge.ieially be open to the least objection; and he accordingly 
directs that copies of this resolution be sent to the various societies in

CARD SHARPING IN THE HOOGHLT DISTRICT. 


No. 306, dated Bnrdwan, the 2l8t Jtine 1873. 

From—C. T. Bvckudd, Esq., Commieeioner of Bnrdwan. 

To«~The Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Judicial Department. 

1 HAVB the honor to lubmit, for the information of Government, copy of a letter No 298 
of 17th June, from the Magistrate of Ilooghly, and to recommend that section 11 of Act II 
(B.C.) of 186J may at once be extended to the places named in the margin of paragraph 
10 of the Magistrate's letter, and along the pnbho road from the Boidyabatty railway station 
to Tarhessur, and to the towns of Boidyabatty and Bhadessar. 

2. The circnrastances reported by the Magistrate are very remarkable, and it is very 
necossar} that immediate steps should be taken to put a stop to gambling by means of the 
well-known “ threc-oard-trick," which is, 1 tear, an importation of Western science. 

3. 1 regret that the subject was not brought to my notice sooilfcr, as it has evidently 
run its course lor at least a year, and the police have been vainly attempting to stop it under 
prosecutions for obstructing the road and obstructing the police in the execution of their duty. 

i I believe that a iiotiiication of the villages and the road and towns as recommended 
by the Magistrate will be sufficient for the purposes of the Act. 1 should be, however, glad 
to see a more general notification issued for the extension of the law to all iownt, 
village* and places vctilan ilie district of Uooghly/na such a notification would enable the Ma> 
gietrate to suppress the offence wherever it appears, as it is only too probable that, if theofihnoe 
IS only prohibited locallv, some of tbo gamblers may shift their quarters and prey on the silly 
p<ople elsewhere m the district. If this cannot be done I will direct the Magistrate to 
propose and submit a more comprehensive list of villages; and, under any circumstances, a 
cleaier definition is needed of the nver-side road running beside the Grand Trunk Itoad.

In reference to your No. 176, dated 14th ultimo, I have the honor to soport on the 
gambling in the neighbourhood of the Tarkessor Bead. 

i. With regard to my not having before reported on it, I beg to explain that gambling 
to an extent requiring special action is only of recent growth ; my attention had only been 
called to it very shortly before the Rajodhurpore dacoity, and then 1 passed orders to the police 
to endeavour to deal with it under the^general criminal law. 

3. It appears that gambling is piQctised more or less along the whole length of the road 
from Boidyabatty to Tarkessur, the villages of Cbapsurah, Kajodhurpore, and Chinamore (on 
the ruad-side) contain most professional gamblers. It is estimated that at these three village 
alone not less than seventy peisoiis gain their livelihood by winnings from chaiice-way-farers 
going to or returning from the large Sewrafully or Boidjubatty markets held every Tuesday 
and Saturday. 

4. The road from Tarkessur to Boidyabatty is the only one from the interior of the 
district that leads to the abo\c places On h&t dajs the road is alive with people for miles, 
and professional gamhlers are then at work from early morning till late at night. Gamblers 
are in greatest force at Tarkossur, and along this road, when the two great annual festivals at 
Tarkess'ir take place in February and April. During the last tndla the District Superintendent 
noticed a member of a gang of gamblers who was practismg near Cbapsarali. He was a 
young Mussulman, a resident of the 24-Pei gunnahs, and a hhitmudgar by piofession; he found 
on him cards, opium, ganjah, gooli, aiid kolki* for smoking opium balls He muld give no 
good account of himself, so the District Superintendent sent him to the Serampoie Joint- 
Magistrate. On the 4th instant, while the District Superintendent was travelling at .I p.u. 
along the above-meutionod road, he dime upon another gambling party. On the 11th instapt, 
Naraiii Deen Tewary, Inspector, was passing along the road and was asked to interfere in a

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ease in which the gambleis had gained B«. S2. The Inepeotor got hdd of them and per- 
Buaded them to retain their gains to the complainant. Inapeotor Carenangh and the Sub- 
Inspector of Boidjabatty have cnoght pereons gambling very often. 

5. It appears that this gambling was first commenced so late as July last, since which 
time it has been rapidly on the increase. The professional gamblers are generally of the lower 
classes of Hindoos, euoh as Bngdis, Kaorahs, or Koibuttos. But in some oases, as has been 
shown above, Mussulmans )oin. Since the let January last as many as nine police cases 
resulting from this gambling have been prosecuted, all of which occurred close to Chapsarah. 
Kighteen persons were sent up for trial, eleven for obstructing the road by playing cards on it 
and collecting's crowd, and seven for obstructing the police when attempting to clear the rood. 

6 Gamblers in this part generally go about in gangs of seven or eight. To each gang 
IS attached a boy of eleven or twelve years old who commences to play first with some other 
members of the gang. The Imy wins and his winnings attract attention. By>aod-by people 
sit down to try their hand with the boy, who, advised by one of the gang, generally succeeds 
in winning his victim's money, then his goods, and sometimes the very clothes he wears; 
Women also are great sufierers, for they generally stake the ornaments they have on their 
persone. 

7. The other members of the gang go np and down tbs road ahowing rupees to likely 
individuals, pretending that they have won these by gambling with the boy. 

8 Only three cards are used for gambling purposes. They are quickly sbaillcd together 
and thrown out for a person to choose which among them is the one determined upon before¬ 
hand. The boy, who is an expert at the trick, invariably wins 

9 The naibs, gomashtas, and ohowkeedara along the road aid and abet tins gambling, 
as they get a certain share of the winnings. Five chowkeedars of Rajodliurpore, Chapsarah, 
and Chinamore are notorious gamblers, and the District Superintendent wjs shown the other 
day a large well-built bari belonging to the son of a Bagdi chowkeedar, who, a year ago, is 
said to have bad hardly a rag to hia back. 

10 Though the police protect the people that travel along this road from these gamblers 
to the best of their ability, they can do but little, and it is only when the road is obstructed 

or a breach of the peace occurs (by no means an uncom¬ 
mon occurrence) that they can interfere Betides the 
Taikessur Bond, gambling prevails uu the Grand Trunk 
Road from Serampore to French Chandernagore, and on 
the river-side road running beside the Giand Trunk 
Road. I think it therefore desirable that buction 11 of 
Act II of 1867 be extended along the road from 
Boidyabatty railway station to Tarkessnr, and to all 
the villages marginally noted through which this road 
passes. At the same time I would suggest that the 
same section be extended to the towns of Boidyabatty 
and Bbudessur through which runs the Grand Trunk 
Road from French Chandernagore, and also the river¬ 
side road above alluded to At Serampore the section is now in force.

Kbsolction. —The Governor-Genial in Council observes that, at present, when the loss 
of a Government Promissory Note is reported, it is stopped in the loan and interest books of 
the Public Debt Office, and the applicant for a duplicate note is required to advertise the loss 
in three successive issues of the Gazette of India, as well as in the Government Gatetie of 
the Province where he resides. 

Should the note have been enfaced fur payment of interest at any other Treasury than 
Calcutta, the loser is required to give the necessary information to the Treasury concerned, and 
two years after the date of the last advertisement of loss be has to apply to the Public Defat 
Office for a diiiilicate note 

Shbuld the note alleged to be lost not be forthcoming, and the title of the claimant be 
fully proved, the Solicitor to Government is then instructed to prepare, in oommuaication 
with the Standing Counsel, a bond of indemnity for execution by the owner and two sureties 
the latter to be approved by the Solicitor to Government. 

In case there is any doubt as to the title of the duimant, the case is submitted for the 
opinion of the Advocate General. 

On receipt of the bond of indemnity duly executed, the Comptroller General gives the 
necessary orders to the Public Debt Office for the issue of a duplicate note. * 

His Excellency in Council does not wish to alter this procedure, saving to presenbe that 
in future, instead of giving final orders for the issue of a duplicate note, the Coq|ptroller 
General shall submit each case, with his opinion, for the orders of the Government of India. 

As a general rule, duplicate notes will not be issued until ten years after the last oorreot 
advertisement of loss, but, meanwhile, interest will be pat'* on the lost notes after the lopse 
of two years under a bond of indemnity.

The 8<i4 September 1873.—^Thc following additional rules for the guidance of officers in 
matt^ connected witli the enforcement of the Land Acquisition Act, X of 1870, have been 
sanctioned by the Governor-Oeneral of India in Council, and are published for general 
information, in conformity with Section 59 of the Act .— 

Buie IX.—On the date on which payment of compensation in any case may become due 
under Section 41 of the Act, the Collector shall tender the amount to such of the persons 
to receive it as may be present at his office in person or by agent duly authorised to 
receive the same. Should any such person be absent, and have no authorized agent at the 
Collector’s Court, the Collector shall serve a notice upon him calhng upon him to attend in 
person or by agent, within ono week of his rccc'pt of the notice, to receive the amount due 
to him, and warning him that on failiwe to appear, the money will be invested in Govern- 
meat securities, and that no interest will be allowed m excess of the interest payable on 
such securities. Should such person neglect to appear withm the time specified, the Col¬ 
lector shall, on being satisfied of the due service of the notice, invest the mnount of the 
compensation money due to such person in Government securities, and hold the same in 
deposit until the amount shaU be applied for by the person entitled to it.

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On the application of rach person, the Collector shall make over the Gonnunen 
secnritiea to him, or shall sell the securities and make over the amount realised to him, 
and at the same time paj to him snf cash balance which has been too small for investment, 
together with interest on such balance calculated at four per cent.

Fart I contains the uenal preliminary provi* 
sions and repeals, so far as regards British Bnrma, 
Madras Act V of 1866. 

Fart II relates to emigration. It provides for 
the appointment at each port of embarkation 
of an Emigration Agent and a Medical Inspector 
of Bmig rants, and describes the duties of those 
officers. It provides for the establishment and 
inspection of depdts for emigrants ; it prescribes 
rules for (a) the recruiting emigrants, ft) the 
contracts into which they will enter, (c) their 
medical examination, (d) the ascertainment of 
their knowledge of the nature of their contracts, 
(s) their registration, (f) th eir journey from their 
homes to the depdt, (ff) the procedure on arriving 
at the depOt, fk) emigrant vessels and the emhaika* 
tion of emigrants. For the survey of vessels, 
proeeduie on embarkation, space, fuel, water, pro¬ 
visions, &o., to be provided on board, rules will bo 
made by the Local Government of the port of 
embarkation. 


Fart 111 relates to the dllembarkation of immi¬ 
grants m Burma, and their transit to the districts 
m which they ha va contracted to labor. Fhe 
Chief Commissi oner will appoint at each port of 
debarkation an Immigration Agent and a Medical 
Inspector, and the former officer will establish 
a suitable depdt, and provide the immigrants 
with proper lodging, food, clothing, and medical 
attendance until they are despatched to the place 
of labor. The Bill then piovides a procedure on 
the arrival of vessels carrying immigrants, and 
regulates their assignment to employers, and tbcir 
transit to the place of labor 


Part IV relates to the labor-districts and 
the relations of employer and immigrant. It

It 
empowers the Inspector m proper cases to sus¬ 
pend the execution of the. contract of any immi¬ 
grant, and (where the immigrant is permanently 
incapacitated for labor) to cancel his contract. 
It contains provisions for securing the health and 
comfort of the immtgiaiils It provides penalties 
tor immigrants breaking their contracts, and for 
persons enticing away, &c., immigrants under 
contract to others. It lays down the procedure 
wbeu immigrants desire to complain of breach of 
contract oi ill-usago by their employers. 

Tart IV then contains three clauses relating to 
the determination of immigrants’ contracts, and 
concludes with a clause entitling immigrants 
whose contracts have been completed, determined 
or rescinded by mutual assent of the parties, to a 
leturn passage at the employer’s expense. 

Part V empowers the Goveruor-Gleneral in 
Council, the Local Governments, and the Chief 
Commissioner to make suLsidiary rnles consistent 
with the Act 

Nothing in the Bill applies to contracts with, 
or the emigration of. Native seamen, domestic 
servants, or skilled artizans,

2. The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to adopt the rules which, as applied 
to Bengal, are as under:— 

I.—Candidates for admission to compete in England (or the Indian Civil Service arc 
mjuired, before leaving India, to obtain a certificate of age signed by the Secretary to the 
Government of Bengal in tho General Department, 

If —In order to obtain a ccitificatc, candidates are required to prove the date of their 
birth before the Magistrate of the district in which the candidate's family resides; or, if the 
family residence is in Calcutta, before the Magistrate of Police mouther the Northeru Oj 


Southern Division 

III. —Candidates will bijjuil'y their desire to compete not less than three months befor*) 
the date on which they pro|)osc to go to England to the Secretary to the Governm eut 
Bengal in the General Department, who will then forward each application for the purpose 
of inquiry to the Magistrate to whose district it belongs. 

IV. —The Magistiate will call upon the candidate to appear and give evideaoe of the 
date of his birth within one month. lie will c.'irefully examine into the value of the evidence 
given, and forward a summary of it, with certified copies of all documents tendered, and with 
his comments and opinion, to the Secretary to tho Government of Bengal in the Genera] 
Department. 

V. —The docnmentaiy evidence which the candidates may be expected to produce 
comprises— 


(a) TW horoscope 
(A) Family books. 

* (c) Tradesmen's account books showing entries relating to tho birtb. 

(d) The record of admission in the registelh of the school in which the candidate 
was educated, and the record of the candidate’s age at various periodica] 
school examinations 

(«] If the candidate is matriculated, a certified copy of his apphoation to the Begis. 
trar in form A. 

(/') Oral testimony of persons acquainted with the candidate's family and others 
will also be taken, and the candidate is required to comply to the best ^ his 
power with any requisition tho Magistrate may make in order to clear up 
any doubt^BB to the purport of the documentary proofs.

Calcutta^ the \Qth September 1873. 

Tub Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to direct that the accompanyini; 
notification rel^arding the duties imposed by law upon landowners and others, 
and upon tlie public generally, with reference to giving information of offences, 
the consorting of bad characters, and other matters of a like character, be 
translated into the vernaculars and circulated widely for the guidance of those 
concerned. 

2. A copy of the notification will be given to all considerable landholders 
and their agents. It will, when po'.sible, be delivered by the police at the 
residence of the landholder, and a receipt be taken for it; otherwise it will be 
handed over by the towjih nuvis to the agent of each landholder when 
paying iu revenue or zoinindary dilk tax, a receipt being taken as above 
directed. The district officers will determine how best to give effect to this 
order. 

3. Copies wDl be affixed and renewed from time to time m some con- 
spicuous place in each village of Bengal. The repoit of such proclamation 
having been made, shall be signed by the local representative of the zemindar 
and some of the principal men of the village. The report should also ceitify 
that the notification has been read in the presence of the village chow'keedar 
or ohowkeedars. This will not exempt police officers iu charge ot stations from 
fully and regularly explaining their duty in connection with crime to chowkee- 
dars when they visit the stations. 

4. Copies will also be supplied to the managers of estates under the Court 
of Wards, who will be responsible lor communicating them to their subordi¬ 
nates. 

6. It will rest with Magistrates now to enforce the provisions of the law. 
If this is done vigorously in one or two cases, the Lieutenant-Governor has no 
doubt a great improvement will follow in the working of the district police.

Code mentiocei in the accompanying schedule is bonud to give information 
of the same to the nearest police officer or Magistrate. 


3. By Section 91 evoy person is bound to assist a Magistrate or police 
officer demanding his aid in the prevention of a breach of the peace, or in the 
suppression of a riot or an affray, or m the taking of any other person whom 
such Magistrate or police officer is authorized to arrest.

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Act XVIII of 1864, Section Sld.^—Any wilful aet or oqdiisioa endangering 
the safety of railway passengers. 

6, Neglect of the duties imposed by the abore quoted sections (86, 90, . 
and 91 of the Criminal Frocedure Code), t.e., intentionally omitting to give the 
information or assistance prescrilied, is jllimshable under several sections of the 
Indian Penal Code by sentencea varying in severiiy with the precise nature of 
the neglect involved: but the punishment may in certain cases amount to six 
months’ rigorous imprisonmeat or fine unlimited, or both. (Sections 176, 
187, 202 of the Penal Code.) 'Ihe punishment for giving false information is 
still more severe. 

7. Owners or occupiers of, and persons interested in land, are liable to 
8peci.ll penalties for failing to give information of an impending riot or for 
failing to do all they can to p^ereut it. The following sections of the Penal 
Code bear upon tins point:— 

• Offences against the Public Tra nqutUity. 

(154.1 Whenever any unlawful assembly or riot takes place, the owner or 
Owiwr or occupier of I»n.i on whioh occupier of tho land upon which such unlawful 
mi uninniui niwouibiy 1 , bold assembly is held, or such riot 18 committed, and 

any person having or claiming an interest m such land, shall be punishable 
w'ith fine not exceeding one tliousand rupees, if he or his agent or mannger, 
knowing that such offence is being or iiaa been commfttod. or having reason 
to believe it is likely to be committed, do not give the earliest notice thereof 
in hiH or their power to the principal officer at the nearest police station, and 
do not, in the case of his or their having reason to believe that it was about 
to be committed, uso all lawful means in his or their power to prevent it, and in 
the event of its taking place, do not use all lawful means in his or their power 
to disperse or suppress the not or unlawful assembly. • 

(155.) Whenever a riot is committed for the benefit or on behalf of any 
ijiBbiiity cf penon for «b(Hm bencRi person wlio IS tlic owucr or occupier of any land 
»not i» cuinimttod respecting wilieh such riot takes place, or who 

claims any interest in such laud, or in the subject of any dispute which gave 
rise to the riot, or who has accented or derived any lionefit therefrom, such 
person shall be punishable with fine, if ho or his agent or manager, having 
reason to believe that such not w.ia likely to be committed, or tliat the unlaw< 
lul assembly by which such riot wa” committed was likely to be held, shall not' 
respectively use all lawful means in his or their power to prevent such assem* 
bly or not from taking place, and lor suppressing and dispersing tlie same. 

(166) Wlienever a riot is committed for the benefit or on behalf of any 
Liability «f agent of owner o, <k<«. pe^s-m wlio IS the owncr or occupier ot any land 
pier lor wiioHi benefit a nut M respecting wliicli such riot takes place, or who 
i.iinimtuHi claims any interest m such land or in the subject 

of anv dispute which gave rise to the not, or who has accepted or derived any 
bonefit tiii-refrom, tlie agent or manager of such person shall be punishablo 
^ith bne, if such agi nt oi manager, having reason to lieheve that such riot 
was likely to he committi'd. or tli.it the unlawful assembly by which such not 
was ooiniiiittcd was likely to he h"ld, shall not use all lawful means in bis 
power to pi event such not or assembly irom taking place and for suppressing 
and dispersing the same. 

8 Landholders, fanners, and managers of land should also bo aware that 
under seciioii 162 of the Criminal Procedure Code, the Magistrate of tho 
district may direct a warrant to any ot them for the arrest of any escaped 
convict, proclaimed otfcmlcr, or person who has been accused ot a non-bailable 
offence, and who has eluded puisnit. The landholder or other peison to whom 
the w.irtaat*is directed is hound to acknowledge its receipt, and to execute it, 
(•houlu the person for whose arrest it is issued enter on or be in his estate, farm, 
or land under his charge, and must then bund over the prisoner with the 
warrant to thc/ieatcst police officer.

for the eujojmeut of wages

Statembjit or Owkcts amd Bbasoks. 

The Indian Succession Act (X of 1865), sec¬ 
tion four, declares that no person shall by mar¬ 
riage acquire any interest in the property of the 
peisoD whom be or she marries. This section, 
however, does not apply to marriages contracted 
before the 1st Januaiy 1866, and, in the case of 
persons married after that day, the Act does not 
protect the husband from liability from the debts 
of his wife contracted before marriage, nor does 
it expressly provide for the enforcement of claims 
by or against such wives. 

The objects of the present Bill are, first, to 
extend the protection afforded to wives by section 
four of the Succession Act (so far as regards 
future wages and earnings and policies of insur¬ 
ance) to women married before 1st January 
IhUG; secondly, to declare that a married woman 
may sne in her own name for any property which, 
by force of the Succession Act, or the proposed 
Act, 18 her separate property, thirdly, to relievo 
the husband of a wife marned after the 31st 
December 1866, from her antenuptial debts; and 
lastly, to declare that any person entering into a 
contract with a wife (otherwise than as her hus¬ 
band’s agent), shall be entitled to sue for her, and, 
to the extent of her separate property, to recover 
against her whatever he might have recovered bad 
she been nnmarried one. 


Clausa 4 (as to a wife’s wages and earnings) 
is equivalent to the Married Women’s Property 
Act (33 and 34 Yio., cap. 93, section. 

Clause 5 is copied from the first paragraph of 
section ten of that Act. It declares that any 
mamed woman may effect a policy of insurance 
on her own bfe or on her husband's life, on her 
own behalf, and that the amount assured shall be 
her separate property. As the law stands, if a 
»wife effects such a policy (otherwise than out of 
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[Ooremmmit GazelU, i^rd Sqiiember 1873.] 
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her separate estate), and dies in Iter hnsbaitd’s 
life-time, the husband, in the oapaeity of her 
administrator, becomes’the absolute owner of the 
pohcy. 

Clause 6 is equitalent to the second paragraph 
of the same section, the Official Trustee under 
Act XYII of 1804 replacing the trustee appointed 
m England by the Court of Chancery or the 
County Court It provides that an insurance 
effected by a husband on bis own life and ex¬ 
pressed to be for, his wife’s benefit shall bo 
deemed to be a trust for her benefit, and shall 
not bo subject to the claims of his creditors, 
except, of course, when the transaction was in¬ 
tended to defrand them. This provision is neces¬ 
sitated by the doctrine that a husband as such 
has no insurable interest m his wife’s life. It is 
trne that, as the law stands, such a policy might 
be effected j but it would only be in the nature of 
a voluntary settlement, and it would bo liable 
to the dangers to which such settloments are 
exposed. 

Clauses 7 (as to legal proceedings by marned 
women) and 8 (as to the non liability of a hus¬ 
band for bis wife’s antenuptial debts) are respec¬ 
tively equivalent to sections eleven and twelve of 
the Married Women’s Property Act 

Clause 9 declares the law as to a wife’s liability 
for her postnuptial debts in conformity with a 
recent decision of Mr. Justice Phear (Archer v. 
Wathx»», 8 Ben. L. K„ 872). This decision is 
binding only in Bengal the Bill will extend its 
authority throughout British ItJdia

'The Bill does not apply to married women who 
are Hindds, Muhammadans, Buddhists, Sikhs or 
Jamas, and power is taken to exempt from its 
operation^ either retrospectively or prospectively, 
the members of any race, sect, or tribe to whom 
it IS inexpedient to apply its provisions.

Wo have provided in clause 5 that, when the decree appealed from affirms the decision 
of the Court immediately below, the appeal must involve some substantial question of law 
This will limit the number of appeals in cases where there have been concurrent judgments on 
questions of &ct. 

The question as to whether the Court admitting an appeal under the proposed Act shonld 
have power to allow a decree to be executed without demanding security, notwithstanding the 
pendency of the appeal, must, we think, lie answered m the affirmative. We are farther of 
opinion that stay of execution ought to be the exception and not the rule, and that it is by no 
means a matter of coarse to take security from the respondent. 

We have, therefore, struck out clause 17 of the Bill as re-amended in September 
1872, and we have altered what was then clause 16 so as to enable the Court {a) to let 
the decree take its coarse, or ^3^ to tako seouiity from the respondent for the performance of 
the order of the Privy Counoii, and meanwhile permit him to enjoy the fruits of decree 
appealed against, or (e) to take like security from the appellant, and meanwhile to etay 
execution of the decree appealed fiom, or f d) to give any other direction that it thinks fit 
respecting the subject-matter of the appeal 

As the law stands, no time is limited for applying for execution of a decree or order of 
Her Majesty in Council. This is not reasonublo, and may prove very inconvenient The object 
of the appeal to the Crown is to correct the errors of inferior Courts, not to give unlimited, or 
more extended time to the parties for inforcing their rights. We have accordingly, in clause 
twenty, by adding six words to No. 169 of the second schedule annexed to the Indian Limit¬ 
ation Aot, 1871, provided a period of twelve years, the same period as is fixed in the case of 
applioations to enforce decrees of High Courts in the exeroise of their Ordinary Original Civil 
Junsdiotion. 

We have struck out the clause amending a portion of Bombay Itegulatiou XIX of 1827 
for that portion has been repealed by Act XII of 1873 

We have made one or two verbal alterations, and we think that the Bill as now amended 
might be passed. But as the Privy Council have expressed a deeire to sec the Bill, which now 
makes substantial alterations in the law, we recommended that it passage be postponed, and 
that in the meanwhile the Bill and this report be published in the Gasette ef Indta and sent 
Home for submission to the Judicial Committee

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3. By Seeiion 91 eeet}/ person |s bound to assist a Hagisfrate or polioe 
officer demanding his aid in the prersution of a breach of the peace, or in the 
suppression of a riot or an affray, or in the taking of any other person whom 
such Magistrate or police officer is authorized to arrest. 

4. By Section 90 every village headman, village watchman, owner or
